An inquest will beheld in the case 
by the Coroner this evening. 
The remains of the deceased will be es­ 
corted to the Folsom train this afternoon 
at ! o'clock by members of the Odd Fel­ 
lows' Fraternity of this city. 
The inter­ 
ment will take place from the family resi­ 
dence in Folsom at 2 r . #. to-morrow. 


The all-absorbing topic of conversation 
throaehout the city yesterday was the mys­ 
terious m urder ■ i J. F. K lurap about 9 
o’clock Thursday evening, ne.tr the corner 
of Eighth and F streets, the particulars of 
w hich, so far as obtainable, were given in 
th e R kcord-U n io n o f yesterday. The po­ 
lice force, the Sheriff and his assistants, 
and private detectives have 
dilligently 
sought to unravel the mystery surrounding 
this bloody deed, but so far uo clue has 
been obtained nor evidence 
developed 
th a t 
is in 
the least satisfactory. Af­ 
ter listening to the 
various 
theories 
advanced one is constrained to believe that 
this case w ill develop into one sim ilar to 
that of Jim Scott, the policeman who was 
m urdered by tramps on Seventeenth street, 
between 1 and J. it will be remembered 
that it was a long tim e before that mysteri­ 
ous case was solved and the guilty' culprits 
brought to justice. 
There is always a nmtive—either revenge 
or robbery—that prompts one to take the 
life of another. This man was not robbed, 
and so far no one has been able to ascer­ 
tain that he had an enemy in the world. 
The house at which deceased called a 


FBW MOMENTS BEFORE HIS MURDER 
Was the home of Jacob HoetT, a tailor em ­ 
ployed by the firm of W elustock & Lubin. 
HoetT and his wife were married in the 
town of Folsom, and it is reported that 
prior to her marriage, and before deceased 
was married, the two were quite intim ate, 
so much so that it occasioned town gossip. 
However, HoetS and Klump were consid­ 
ered good friends, and no one seems ready 
to come forward and say they' were not. 
W hen the body was discovered not to have 
been robbed, m any jum ped at the conclu­ 
sion that Hoefi had made a discoverv at 
his home which had caused him to follow 
and m urder Klump. 
Acting upon that 
theory Hoefl and his wife were arrested 
and taken to the city prison. The wife 
was soon after released, and allowed to go 
hom e to her three little children, one of 
whom was seriously ill with the whooping- 
cough, but the husband still remains in 
the custody of the officials. Hoefl when 
arrested asserted that 


H E P1D NO T H E A R OK T H E M U R D E R 
Until the following m orning. H e savs 
Mueller, the Folsom w atchm aker who 
came to the city with the deceased, called 
at his place early in the evening and they 
took a stroll np town. He tells a very 
straight story as to their every act, all the 
places they visited up to a few minutes af­ 
ter 9, when he left Mueller at Dieterle’s 
lodging-house, on Fifth street, and went to 
his home. H e claims that he never at any 
tim e entertained other than kindly feel­ 
ings toward the deceased. 
Mrs. HoeiF expressed much surprise at 
her arrest. She said that K lum p called at 
her house shortly before 9 o’clock, but did 
not rem ain. H e said he desired to see 
M ueller before the latter went to San Fran­ 
cisco, and expected to find him there. 
K lum p left the house and she saw or heard 
no more of him . During the evening, 
subsequent to the visit of Klump, Fred. 
Behme and Lizzie Lob us called on the 
Hoeff famil.v and 


NOTICED NOTHING UNUSUAL, 
And to all appearances no one was aware 
of the bloody deed that had been com­ 
m itted a few moments before within a 
short distance, of the house. 
Mueller left for San Francisco yesterday 
m orning, as he had said he would the day 
before. 
It was generally supposed upon 
the street yesterday th at’ when he left for 
the I!av he was not aware that the man 
who had come to the city with him the 
evening before had been murdered, or he 
would have at least called at the Coroner's 
office to view the remains or m ake some in­ 
quiry concerning the matter. 
Last even­ 
ing it was ascertained that he had heard 
the m atter talked of the evening before. 
Parties had conversed with him regarding 
it, and his total indifference has caused 
m any to believe that he perhaps can give 
the officers more 


INFORMATION CONCERNING TH E BLOODY DEED 
Than they have yet obtained, and he will 
probably be arrested in San Francisco and 
returned to this city in charge of an officer. 
K lum p and Mueller were always sup­ 
posed to be fast friends, and no one can 
divine any reason for his indifferent action 
and leads some to believe that he was with 
Hoeff when the fatal shot was tired. These 
are all m ere ru m o rs; some scout them en­ 
tirely, while others believe that it is the 
correct theory. 
Sitting on the front porch of a residence 
at Eighth and D streets, a block and a half 
from where Klump was shot, and on the 
sam e side of thestreet, wus a young couple, 
Fred Collins and Florence Stárchman, rep­ 
utable people. They tell a story, and their 
veracity is not questioned, that 


PUTS AN ENTIRELY DIFFERENT PHASE 
Upon the mystery. They heard the shot 
and saw the iiasb of the pistol. A moment 
later their attention was attracted by two 
men running on the sidewalk on the oppo­ 
site side of the street toward the levee. 
One of the men stumbled upon a loose 
board, which came near tripping him up 
and which caused him to laugh. They 
thought nothing of the m atter at that time, 
for during the day two reports of a gun or 
pistol had been heard in ttie vicinity. They 
did not learn of the m urder for some tim e 
afterwards. 
Mr. Collins said that a few 
mom ents before he had met walking to­ 
ward the Convent building two strange 
men, both young and stout in build. Some 
hold to the belief that those men were the 
murderers ; that they had 


ATTEMPTED TO ROB KLUMP. 
H e had run from them , and they had sent 
the murderous bullet after his fleeing form, 
and when they saw the result of the shot 
they fled. Others believe that Klump was 
taken for some other individual, and was 
assassinated. Some person was lying in 
waiting for an enemy, and Klum p being 
taken for that i ndividual in the dark, fell 
a victim to the assassin's bullet. 
Captain Karcher came back from Folsom 
yesterday morning with the brother of the 
deceased, and the latters wife and her 
parents arrived on the 9:55 a . 
m . train. 
They immediately proceeded to the m or­ 
gue to view the remains of the murdered 
m an. The grief of the wife and her parents 
when they beheld the body of the departed 
dear one was heartrending to witness 
His 
face bore a pleasant smile, and he looked 
more like one enjoying a quiet, peaceful 
sleep, than one whose life had departed. 
The wife, the brother nor any of the 
friends of the deceased can offer anything 
that would in the least tend toward un­ 
raveling the mystery, and they are uncon-

li t TH EIR GREAT AND SUDDEN URIKP. 
H e left his home in full health, full of life 
and vigor, his visit to the city was purely 
of a business character, and the sudden 
news of his untim ely death at the hands 
of an assassin alm ost unseated the reason 
of his young and delicate wife. 
County Physician W hite held a post 
m ortem exam ination 
yesterday of the 
body oí the deceased. 
It was fonnd that 
the ballet struck him in the back, near the 
lower ancle of the shoulder blade and 
ranged slightly upward, emerging in front, 
at the junction of the third rib with the 
breastbone. In its course it passed through 
the right lung, cut the arch of the aorta bo 
that it only held 
together by a shred, 
and fractured the third rib. The injury 
was necessarily 
almost 
instantly fatal. 
N o bruises were found about the face or 


THE CONVICT LABOR QUESTION. 


A D e c id e d ly 1’m i Re nt a n d D ir e c t L ette r 
U pon d ie S u b ject. 
Edh. R k c o r d - U n i o n : The idea is wide­ 
spread that convict labor is doing much to 
lessen the wages 
of workingmen and 
throw them out of employment. Strange 
to say, vonr correspondent—“ K. T. S.”— 
seems to be the first one who has hud the 
courage to deny the fact and put the par­ 
ties asserting it on their proof. On the con­ 
trary, lioth press and politician have joined 
in with the complaint and recognized 
the idea as true. The effect of prison 
labor upon the market has been vastly 
over-estimated. The truth is. there is so 
little effect produced by it that it is not ap­ 
preciable. Did anyone ever estimate the 
actual percentage and see from the facts 
what m ight be the result? Let us ex­ 
am ine them for a moment. 
The whole num ber of convicts employed 
in any kind of labor in the U nited States 
is, in round numbers. 40.090. The whole 
num ber of manual laborers is 10,000,000. 
The proportion is as I to 400. For every 
convict laborer there are 400 free laborers. 
But, owing to the peculiar conditions under 
which prison labor is carried on. a man in 
prison is only equal to half a man outside. 
The actual proportion then, considering 
men in their capacity to labor, is as I to 
800. In other words, lor every day's labor 
done in prison 800 are done outside. The 
mere statem ent of the fact takes a ’l inter­ 
est out of the question. No sane man sup­ 
poses that the addition of one man in 800 
to the laboring mass is going to affect it, 
much less that the mere change of employ­ 
ment of one man in 800 is going to cause 
work to cease or wages to diminish. 
Yet one would imagine from the cry that 
has gone up that there really existed a 
serious competition. The truth" is the com­ 
petition exists only in the head of the fool­ 
ish and on the tongue of the demagogues. 
The idea was started, and is kept alive by 
the leaders of labor organizations, whose 
sustenance depends on the am ount of agi­ 
tation they can create, and bv political as­ 
pirants who think to ride into poweron the 
labor wave, and who are too cowardly and 
selfish to tell the truth. 
To suppose that S00 men employed in a 
regular vocation are going to feel the em ­ 
ployment of one m ore; to suppose that a 
business employ ing 800 men is going to be 
injured by one man more engaging in the 
same business ; to suppose that the wages 
of 800 men are going to be reduced by- one 
additional man working at the sam etrade 
or calling; or to suppose that any num ber 
of men are going to" injure or perceptibly 
affect 800 times as many in the same voca­ 
tions, is ridiculous in "the extreme. And 
yet this must be assumed to allow any 
merit to exist in this cry against convict or 
prison labor. 
Indeed tne figures given do not show the 
facts as bald as they really are. So many 
laborers included in our estimates are em ­ 
ployed about prison grounds and in capac­ 
ities not specially productive, that the act­ 
ual proportion of prison laborers is stiil 
smaller. The total product of mechanical 
industries in the United States am ounts to 
about $5,1)00.000,000. The total product of 
prison labor amounts to about $5,000,000, 
or one-tenth of one per cent, of the whole 
amount. The proportion is as 1 to 1,000. 
No man in his senses—not even a labor ag­ 
itator or State Prison Director—will, in the 
face of such a fact, assert that the compe­ 
tition is in any degree perceptible or "in­ 
jurious. 
No doubt there are some honest men 
urging this onslaught on convict labor, but 
whoever they are, they are the dupes and 
playthings of designing men. It is quite 
tim e that a clearer perception of the facts 
be obtained and that future action be based 
upon statemeRts having a basis in fact, 
rather than on those evolved from a too- 
fertile imagination.

PRISON DIRECTOR HENDRICKS.

The following correspondence took place 
yesterday between the Governor and Sec­ 
retary of State, and is self-explanatory:

To Washington Bartlett, Governor of the 
Stale of California— D e a r G o v e r n o r : 
I 
hereby most respectfully tender you my 
resignation as a member of the State Board 
of Prison Directors. 
It is perhaps pertinent for me in this con­ 
nection to briefly state some of my reasons 
for doing so, and the conflicts of feeling 1 
have had on the subject in determining such 
action. 
I have become very much interested in 
the subject of crime and its treatment, and 
on that account disliked severing my con­ 
nection with the prisons. Knowing, also, 
that there was a strong feeling in favor of 
making prison management partisan, and 
being earnestly opposed to so doing, I en­ 
tertained reluctantly any thought that had 
even the appearance of deserting a princi­ 
ple for the selfish purpose of personal 
comfort. 
I feel that although under the genius of 
our Government parties must exist, and 
that the offices are necessary to kpep up 
parties, and that, generally speaking, “ to 
the victor belongs the spoils,” yet in insti­ 
tutions like the prisons, where the lives 
and destinies of thousands of persons are 
involved, and tens of thousands of their 
friends are interested, that the management 
ought, by all means, to be on a plain above 
party. I believe very strongly that the 
first move in prison reform is to completely 
divorce the entire subject from parties, thus 
rendering all penal institutions absolutely 
non-partisan. 
But if the above-mentioned 
political danger ever existed, it has passed. 
And finding that my duties as Secretary 
of State will not permit the time that 
ought to be devoted to the prison subject 
by a Director, and feeling that I am sacri­ 
ficing no principle, and" that good results 
alone will follow my resignation, I have, 
as above stated, determined upon such ac­ 
tion, and hope to be informed of your ap­ 
proval . 
W ith deep interest in the prison cause, 
and the most profound regard lor you per­ 
sonally, and with best wishes for the suc­ 
cess of your administration, I remain most 
sincerely y o u r s ,

A n O ld O p e r a tio n .—The surgical opera­ 
tion of trepanning or (replanning the 
skull, a few years ago discovered to have 
been common with prehistoric man, h as 
since been fonnd to have continued in qnite 
extensive practice from the most remote 
period to oar own times. A French an­ 
thropologist. M. Vendrenes, m entions that' 
native families of Montenegro and of Al­ 
giers have made a profession of trepanning 
for ages, and he notes as a curious circum­ 
stance that the miners of Cornwall retain 
to the present day the same im plicit faith 
in the efficacy of the operation for the re­ 
moval of blod-clots, etc., iu bead injuries 
that is held by these distant semi-barbarous 
tribes. 


W a s h in g t o n , April 22d. —The transcon­ 
tinental railroad lines had their innings 
before the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion yesterday. The companies are united 
in petitioning for the suspension of the 
fourth section of the Interstate Commerce 
Act, or that provision which prohibits the 
charging of a greater rate for a short than 
for a long haul. The following is the peti­ 
tion presented by Charles H. Tweed, repre­ 
senting the Sonthern Pacific Com pany: 
To the Honorable Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission : 
The petition of the Southern 
Pacific Company respectfully represents 
that this railroad company is engaged in 
transportation of passengers and freight 
between the Atlantic and Pacific coasts, 
such 
transportation 
being 
conducted 
through the various States and Territories 
of the United States, as will appear from 
the map of lines opperated by it hereunto 
annexed. Through 
transportation upon 
such Hues is necessarily conducted under 
circumstances and conditions substantially 
dissimilar from those upon which interstate 
transportation is conducted. In respect to 
through transportation, your petitioner is 
subject to competition with the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company, the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company and the clipper ships, 
the tram p steamers and other vessels ru n ­ 
ning between Pacific and A tlantic ports, 
some or ail of which are beyond the con­ 
trol of your honorable Commission, in re­ 
spect to special rates for transportation and 
their compensation with the lines of y#ur 
petitioner for traffic. 
Your petitioner and the other companies 
engaged in the transportation of passengers 
ana freight between the Atlantic and Pa­ 
cific coasts have caused to be prepared two 
tariffs for transcontinental business, one 
upon the assumption that the fourth section 
of the Act creating this Coin missicn applies 
to them, and the other upon the assump­ 
tion that such section does not apply to 
cases 
in which 
there 
are competing 
agencies, which are not answerable for 
the operation of said law. 
In case your 
petitioner shall adhere to the tariff" for 
transcontinental business prepared on the 
assumption that such section of said Act 
does not apply to cases in which competing 
agencies enter which are not answerable 
to the operation of this taw, a natural and 
necessary result therefrom would be that 
your petitioner would lose the whole, or by 
far, tlie greater part of its through trans­ 
continental business, which would neces­ 
sarily be diverted to lines of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company, the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company, and the clipper ships, 
tramp steamers and other vessels plying 
between Atlantic and Pacific ports, "and 
such a division of such traffic would take 
place for the reason that the establishment 
of rates which would be reasonably or justly 
fixed for intermediate traffic would require 
and necessitate the charging by your peti­ 
tioner of so high a rate on through traffic 
as to be substantially prohibitory. 
The effect of putting in operation the 
tariff tor transcontinental business, pre­ 
pared on the assumption that the fourth 
section of said Act did apply to cases in 
which the competing companies enter, 
which are not answerable to the operation 
of this law, has been that the through 
transcontinental husiness of your petitioner 
has, since the adoption of stich tariff, been 
reduced by at least 90 per cent., and the 
amount of such through transcontinental 
husiness now being done by your petitioner 
is very inconsiderable. 
On the other hand if the rates for inter­ 
mediate local traffic should be reduced to 
rates not greater than those which are re­ 
quisite in order to enable your petitioner 
to do any substantial part of the through 
business, the whole earnings of the roads 
operated by your petitioner 
would be 
wholly inadequate to the payment of their 
fixed charges. W hile your petitioner verily 
believes that the circumstances and condi­ 
tions of the transportation of passengers and 
freight for such through business are ac­ 
tually and substantially dissimilar from 
those under which the transportation of 
passengers and freight in the course of in­ 
termediate traffic has to be conducted, still 
the penalties, which are prescribed under 
said Act, are so stringent and severe that 
your petitioner has not heretofore felt au­ 
thorized, without the assent of the Commis­ 
sion, to put in 
force such rates for 
traffic for through transportation as are re­ 
quisite in order to enable your petitioner to 
perform any substantial or im portant part 
thereof, and it therefore respectfully in­ 
vokes the action of this honorable Com­ 
mission on its behalf and prays that in 
case the above facts referred to,"to w it: in 
respect to through transcontinental busi­ 
ness. your honorable Commission will au­ 
thorize your petitioner and other lines 
associated with it in interest, to charge less 
for a longer than a shorter distance for the 
transportation of passengers and property, 
and will relieve your petitioner from the 
operation of the fourth section of the Act 
above referred to. 
Your petitioner further shows that the 
circumstances and conditions above set 
forth are applicable not alone to through 
transcontinental business between points 
on the Atlantic coast and points on the Pa­ 
cific coast, but also to business with pcii.ts 
in the interior and on the Mississippi and 
Missouri rivers, the rates of freight to and 
from which are contr^led by' water com­ 
petition in the same m anner in which 
water competition affects rates for traffic 
between ports on the Atlantic seaboard and 
ports on the Pacific coast, that is to say : 
First—Between San Francisco, Sacra­ 
mento, Stockton, Marysville, San Jose, 
Oakland, Los ADgeles and San Diego, in 
California; Portland and Astoria, in Ore­ 
gon ; Tacoma, in W ashington T erritory; 
Victoria, in British Columbia, and New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Newport, Richmond and all points com­ 
monly rated with them or either of them. 
Second—Between San Francisco. Sacra­ 
mento, Stockton. Marysville, San Jose, 
Oakland, Los Angeles and San Diego, in 
C alifornia; Portland and Astoria, in Ore­ 
gon ; Tacoma, in W ashington T erritory; 
Victoria, in British Columbia, and Chicago. 
St. Louis, Memphis, New Orleans and all 
points East. 
Third—Between San Francisco, Sacra­ 
mento, Stockton, Marysville, San Jose, 
Oakland, Los Angeles and San Diego, in 
California; Portland and Astoria, in Ore­ 
gon; Tacoma, in W ashington Territory; 
Victoria, in British Columbia; Galveston 
and Houston, in Texas, and points on the 
Mississippi river. 
The first group are all subject to compe­ 
tition with water carriers not restrained by 
the interstate commerce laws. Those of 
the second and third groups are subject to 
competition by water 
carriers, because 
goods can go from the points in each of 
those groups to the Atlantic ports, thence 
to the ports named on the west coast, at 
rates lower than those which have neces­ 
sarily been prescribed for the intermediate 
local traffic of your petitioner's line, and 
in order to enable to pay fixed charges. 
Furtherm ore, the products and manufact­ 
ures of products in the second and third 
groups have to compete on the Pacific coast 
with the same products and manufactures 
of points in the first group. All points 
named in each said three groups are subject 
to competition with the Canadian Pacific 
line. As a matter of fact, the Canadian 
Pacific has taken canned goods from San 
Francisco destined to St. Louis and to 
points as far west as Dodge City, Kan. 
The like circumstances and conditions 
are also applicable in respect to foreign 


business, that is to say, first, between all 
points in Australia. New Zealand, British 
India, Japan and the islands of the Pacific 
and all points in the United States and 
Canada east of the ninety-seventh meridian 
of longitude, and between all points in 
Great Britain and Continental Europe on 
the one hand and El Paso, Tex., San Fran­ 
cisco, Sacramento, 
Stockton, San Jose, 
Oakland, Los Angeles and San Diego, Cal., 
on the other hand. 
Third, between all 
points in the United States east of the 
ninety-seventh meridian of longitude and 
San Francisco, Sacramento, Stockton, San 
Jose, Oakland, Los Angeles and San Diego, 
Cal., and points in the Republic of Mexico 
sonth of Laredo. 
A lower charge for longer than for short 
distances is necessary in respect of such 
foreign business to enable United States 
common carriers to compete with foreign 
carriers not controlled by law. 
In respect 
to business to Mexico it is necessary' for a 
like purpose, and also to enable United 
States producers, manufacturers and mer­ 
chants to compete with foreign markets. 
W herefore, your petitioners pray that 
with refereuce to business between the 
above-mentioned points, your honorable 
Commission authorize your petitioner and 
the lines associated with it in interest, to 
charge less for a longer than a shorter dis­ 
tance for the transportation of passengers 
and such orders as’ will relieve our peti­ 
tioner from the section of the Act above 
referred to ; and. if further investigation of 
i the facts alleged in the foregoing petitiou 
may seem requisite or desirable, that such 
order may be made before the temporary 
suspension of the operation of said Act in 
respect to such traffic as may be equable 
and proper. 
And your petitioner will ever 
pray, etc.

the 
building 
up 
of 
manufactures and the encouragement of 
agriculture, and in spite of difficulties that 
would have discouraged less courageous 
people, they have built up a business of 
greater volume than is enjoyed by any 
other place in the Sacramento va'ley north 
of Sacramento city. 
Even your Queen 
City could take a lesson from Marysville 
in the m atter of sidewalks. 
W here you 
have dilapidated plank sidewalks, well 
adapted to m ake husiness for your sur­ 
geons, here are artificial stone pavements 
that are a wellspritig of delight to the 
pedestrian. 
The area of orchards and vineyards is 
constantly increasing and crowding the 
wheat fields. 
In the older times the 
country around Marysville was noted for 
its early and excellent fruit. 
Briggs and 
Treat were among the noted fruii-raisers 
in the State. Yesterday I quoted the claim 
of Vacaville that the earliest fruit in the 
State 
came 
from 
the 
Vacaville 
district, 
and 
I 
was 
assured 
that 
the 
claim 
was 
not 
founded 
upon 
fact so far as this region is concerned. 
The fruit men say that they send peaches, 
apricots and small fruits to market as earlv 
as do the people of Vacaville, and they 
refer to the fruit dealers of San Francisco 
and Sacramento for verification of their 
assertions. 
If this is true, there is no finer 
field for the orchardist and vineyardist 
than right here. 
It is a fact that the 
orchards and vineyards of the Vaca dis­ 
trict are veritable bonanzas, and all on ac­ 
count of their early fruit, whereby incom­ 
parably high prices are realized. If this 
region produces as early fruit and vege­ 
tables as the Vaca district, there should not 
be a wheat field in entire Yuba or Sutter 
counties. It is to this that events are tend­ 
ing, and I prophesy that two vears will see 
much of its realization. 
Land by the side 
of the best orchards and vineyards can 
now be had for from $20 to $80 per acre, 
and that is incomparably cheaper than the 
same quality of land is selling for in So­ 
noma, Napa, Solano, Yolo and Santa Clara 
counties. 
Business here is unusually good; the 
stocks of goods are large and the sales are 
brisk. This city has one advantage over 
most other places in this upper portion of 
the State; the land is iu comparatively 
small holdings ; every farm has its family 
that supports the institutions of the region, 
and as a eousequence the manufacturers, 
merchants, schools, churches and news­ 
papers are flourishing. 
There is room, 
however, for ten fruit farmers with their 
families where there is one family now, 
and that would be followed by a corre­ 
spondingly 
increased 
prosperity. 
The 
boom has not struck here yet. but there is 
everything to make a boom out of. Much 
more could be said of this region, but these 
notes are mere jottings by the way.

M o n ey R e c o v e r e d . 
After the railroad disaster at The Needles» 
on the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad, some 
months ago, it was intim ated that the 
wreck had been caused by robbers, who 
knew that Wells, Fargo & Co. had abont 
$100,000 on board. The officers of the com­ 
pany admitted that several thousand dol­ 
lars of the money had disappeared and had 
probably been stolen. 
Passengers told of 
seeing strange men about the wreck, wear­ 
ing long overcoats, who afterward mounted 
horses and rode away. The money recov­ 
ered was brought to this city and resbipped, 
with the deficiency made good by the ex­ 
press company, so that again a train went 
over with about $100,000 on board. The 
robbers seem not to have been satisfied 
with the first haul, for the second train 
went through a broken bridge at Wagon 
Mound, forty miles east of Las Vegas, and 
was wrecked, and the express messenger 
was severely burned. It now appears that 
the wreckers were more successful than in 
their firsfc..p.ttempt, for Jam es H . Ilum e. 
Wells, Fargo A Co.’s detective, has been for 
a mouth past engaged in searching New 
Mexico for parties who are alleged to have 
stolen $7,000 of the money at the time of 
the Wagon Mound disaster. About $1.200 
was dug out of the debris and $91,840 in 
gold was rescued in perfect condition after 
the last disaster. 
In the former one over 
$5,000 was melted with the heat of the 
burning cars. The net proceeds to the rob­ 
bers from the two robberies were a little

T h is old tow n, capital o f the State of J a ­ 
lisco, is considered by m any th e finest in 
th e R epublic—n o t even excepting th e Fed­ 
e ral capital. 
O pinions are divided as to 
w h e th er it or Puebla should ra n k n ex t to 
th e City o f M exico in point o f w ealth and 
com m ercial im portance, an d certainly to 
th e stranger it is far m ore interesting than 
e ith e r from the fact that, lying rem ote from 
th e highw ays of foreign travel, it has pre­ 
served m any of the m anners and custom s 
o f th e m iddle ages. 
As Lagos is th e pres­ 
e n t railw ay term inus, it requires tw o days 
o f staging—over 130 m iles of th e roughest 
road in M exico—to reach G uadalajara. B ut 
th o u g h the discom forts of the journey are 
k y no m eans slight, one is well repaid for 
m ak in g i t ; and it has been Said, w ith truth, 
th a t w hether the traveler come3 for busi­ 
ness or pleasure, he is sure to rem ain here 
a m uch longer tim e than he intended—and 
th e longer he slays the m ore difficult it be­ 
com es to tear him self aw ay. 
It is one o f those places w hich produces 
a n im pression difficult to describe, but 
never forgotten—from w hich th e visitor 
carries aw ay vivid m ental pictures w hich 
com e to him afterw ards in quiet m om ents 
lik e th e phantasm agoria o f a dream , so 
wuique and charm ing are they, yet so 
dream like and unreal w hen recalled am id 
•th e r surroundings. 
A s early as 1551, 


GÜADALAXABA, 
A s it was then called, was a tow n of con­ 
siderable im portance, and in 1570 it was 
created an episcopal city. 
Being first set­ 
tled by Spaniards from th e Castilian G uad­ 
alajara (the m ;ient Ar, taca, a uow derayed 
tow n of th e province of th e sam e nam e, on 
th e river H enares, thirty-five m iles from 
M adrid), an attem pt was m ade to build a 
city in th e New W orld as nearly like th at 
in th e Old as possible. 
To this end the 
churches of San Esteban (Saint S tephen) 
an d San Francisco were reproduced in the 
new G uadalajara, in even greater splendor 
th a n tbosé o f the parent city—w hich was 
easy for the im poverished grandees, since 
th ey w ere b uilt by w ealth wrested from 
th e conquered Aztecs, w hom they also 
com pelled to tear dow n th eir ow n tem ples 
a n d labor unrew arded in building those for 
th e conquerors' God. Even the governm ent 
“ p alacio ” was built in im itation of the 
palace of the M endozas (the feudal lords of 
an cien t G uadalajara), and the oldest tom bs 
in th e I ’anteon are exact copies of those in 
C astile w hich hold the bones of the Men- 
•iozas. 
G uadalajara—upon the left bank of the 
R io G rande deSantiago, ju3t 275 m iles west 
from th e City of M exico, and 140 m iles 
from th e Pacific—has been called “ the Chi­ 
cago of M exico,” because o f its enterprise 
a n d liberal ideas, 
its present population is 
officially recorded as 93,875 ; 
and though 
so rem ote from railioads, and little know n 
to th e outer world, it has stre^t-cars, elec­ 
tric lights, telephones, a tine system of 
w ater w orks, and other adjuncts of an ad­ 
vanced civilization. 
It lies in th e m idst of 
a region so fertile, w here fruits, cereals and 
vegetables grow in astonishing abundance, 
th a t the outlying haciendas yield as high 
*s fifty b;i3hels of corn to th e acre, twice in 
every year—the first crop being planted in 
F eb ru á y and the second in Julv. 
T he city boasts of no less than fourteen 
plazas, m ore th an a dozen public fountains, 
in n u m erab le churches, u flue opera house 
a n d several theaters, an elegant Casino or 
C lub-house, M int, City H ail, a splendid 
U niversity. and the only 


ACADEMY OF FINE ARTS 
in M exico, except th at ot San Carlos at the 
N ational Capital. 
T he grand cathedra!—a 
m agnificent structure, situated on the Plaza 
d e A riuas—was com pleted in 1018 ; bu t its 
o u te r appearance was greatly im paired by 
th e earthquake of 1818, w hich destroyed 
th e cupolas of both the towers. 
T he Sagario, or G overnm ent palace, oc­ 
cu p ies the right side of the Plaza de A rm as 
— or “ Plaza M ayor,” as it is called. 
It is 
•a noble building of the severe style of old 
Spain, bu t w ith a b?autiful facade. 
T he other tw o sides of th e plaza are 
lined w ith handsom e arcades, filled w ith 
w ell-stocked shops, in w hich native goods 
of every description, as weil as those from 
th e U nited States, E urope, C hina and the 
O rient, m ay be obtained—if one has m oney 
enough to pay the fabulous prices, doubled 
hy th e duties attached. 
M erchandise is 
d ear everyw here in M exico, b u t particu­ 
larly so in these rem ote cities hidden 
am ong the m ountains, on account of the 
difflcidties of transportation. 
G uadalajara’s A lam ada, or public walk, 
com m ands th e adm iration of every visitor, 
being beautifully laid out w ith fountains, 
trees anil flowers, w ith ro3e-liedged and 
pansy-bordered w alks beside stream s of 
ru n n in g water. 
F rom the top of the cathedral tow er th e 
lover of the picturesque m ay obtain a view 
w hich will delight his soul. 
One thing 
th a t will urobably strike him w ith surprise 
fif new to M exican cities) is the absence of 
chim neys, w hich in other countries form 
so prom inent a feature of such views. 
In 
all this sunny country there is no such 
th in g as a stove or fireplace, hence no 
chim neys. 
In Jalisco th e tem perature re­ 
m ains at about 70° from year to year, and 
th ough th e traveler feels inclined to keep 
in th e shade at noonday, he should w ear 
llannel underclothing constantly and a 
lig h t overcoat in the evening. T he cooking 
is all done w ith charcoal, in D utch ovens 
b u ilt ou t o f doors, or in earthen pots—sim ­ 
ila r to iU 
lirge-sized plant-jars—part y 
filled w ith coals, upon w hich sm aller jars 
are placed. C him neys w ould be a super­ 
fluity. for nobody wunts a fire in the house 
w ith th e therm om eter never below the 
seventies; and for the sam e reason he ob­ 
jec ts to inclosing him self in a conserva­ 
tory, by putting glass in his windows, w hen 
ail th e w inds oí heaven are welcom e. B ut 
th ough he w anted it never so badly, fuel 
enough to run one of our wasteful cooking 
m achines w ould be entirely out of the 
question, since coal, w hich is m ostly im ­ 
ported from England, costs 
TWENTY-FITK DOLLARS PER TON, 
A n d wood $20 per c o rd ! G asoline is u nob­ 
tainable, and petroleum sells for $1 23 per 
gallon. 
V arious trades are carried on in 
€ u ad alajara w ith great success, particularly 
ailversm ithing, blacksm ithing and carpen­ 
terin g . 
A m ong the m anufacturies. those 
• f iron, steel, glass and a peculiar kind of 
r 
attery are celebrated all over the Repub- 
c. 
Indeed, the fam e o f “ G uadalajara 
pottery ” is world-wide. 
T he queerest de­ 
signs o f carafes, odd w ater jugs w ith two 
spouts or one, jars, m ugs, pitchers w ith 
long noses and stubby handles, etc.—m ade 
o f baked clay, highiy glazed, w ith black, 
pale-gray or dark-red ground, painted w ith 
im possible flowers or figures w hich, ac- 
•cording to scripture, it w ould be no sin to 
w orship—all q u ain t enough to ran k high 
in any collection of ceram ics. 
W hen new, 
th is w are im parts to the w ater it contains a 
strange flavor, w hich is greatly relished by 
th e M exicans, but as m ucli disliked by 
m ost other people. 
T he gayest of scrapes and the finest of 
reboses are also m anufactured h ereab o u ts; 
also paper and printed calico. T he filigree 
w o rk o f theG uadalajaran jew elers is sim ply 
w onderful, and m ay be seen any day in 
every stage of progress, because in sil trop­ 
ical countries, as in the far East, the m a­ 
jo rity o f w orkm en foliow their avocations 
in th e open air. 
T he gold and silversm iths 
p ly th eir intricate trade cutside th eir little 
shops, on th e street corners, anyw here, 
un disturbed by th e dust and confusion 
aro u n d them . 
T hey m ake exquisite bits of 
orn am en tatio n o f th e gold know n in com ­ 
m erce as “ etruscan," m eaning th e dark, 
rich , reddish-yellow variety. 
These w orks 
are m uch m ore popular in Europe than on 
th is continent, and across th e A tlantic no 
collection of jew els o r ornam ents is consid­ 
ered com plete w ithout a set of M exican fil­ 
igree w ork. 
It is not a t all like th e Florentine or Ve- 
a itia n , an d is m ade after an entirely differ­ 
e n t plan. T he threads o f precious m etal 
are beaten to infiuitesm al fineness, tw elve 
w ires of gold tw isted together m aking a 
th re a d no thicker th an No. 21 spool cotton. 


T he wires are all carefully 
traced on 
sketches or patterns, an d the delicate m an ­ 
ner in w hich each wire is soldered to the 
other is one of the m arve s of h um an skill. 
From earliest days the M exicans have been 
adepts in this kind of w o rk m a n sh ip ; bnt 
so behind th e tim es are latter-day artificers 
th at in im provident M exico h um an labor 
counts for next to nothing, and a skilled 
w orkm an will toil for weeks over a delicate 
toy w hich sells for a few shillings. 
T he precious m etal being here so plenti­ 
ful, because of the rem arkable richness of 
the surrounding Sierras, ornam ents of pnre 
gold and silver are com m on am ong the 
poorest people—from great hoops in their 
ears to cigarette cases in th eir pockets. A t 
every street com er are little stands w here 
GENUINE TREASURES, 
In th e way of antique jew elry or exquisite 
specem ins of filigree-work m ay be bought 
for a song. 
T here are bracelets, necklaces, 
combs, ear rings, crucifixes, in short every 
im aginable devise—som e set w ith the beau­ 
tiful opals of Q ueretaro, or pearls from 
the California Gulf, or topez, am ethyst, 
garnets or “ cat’s-eyes ” from other portions 
of Mexico. 
T he G uadalajaran woodcarver3 are also 
famed for th e beauty of their w orkm an­ 
ship. 
In a hundred little shops we find 
sw arthy w orkm en patiently carving bits of 
wood ill to w onderful rosaries, every bead 
of w hich show s a m iniature picture of 
som e scriptural scene, heads w hich are re­ 
ally perfect portraits for th e lips of canes 
andjum brellas, rings, boxes, cigarette cases, 
buttons, etc. 
T he cane-carvers, who have 
over tw o h undred varieties of rich native 
wood to choose from , produce som e won­ 
derful sticks: and m any of the m ost ex­ 
pensive 
um brella 
and parasol handles 
know n to com m erce are w rought hy these 
unknow n, poorly-paid w om m en. 
One has a chance to study a good m any 
qu ain t trades in this land o f “ the F air 
G od,” though the real secrets o f their arts 
are jealously guarded by the M exicans, 
having been handed dow n through succes­ 
sive generations from Indian ancestors 
who practiced them centuries before the 
com ing of Cortez. 
A m oug the m ost curi­ 
ous is th e potterv-m aking, in w hich the 
native “ throw ers,” or m olders, by-a m ere 
tw ist of the hand, a tu rn of the wrist, or a 
tw irl of th e fingers, form th e yielding clay 
in to the oddest shapes. 
Still m ore interesting is the crafi of 
m aking perfectly life-like m iniature figures 
out of rags—an art w hich has existed in 
Mexico at least five hundred years. 
D ick­ 
ens’ “Jen n y W ren,” the dolls’ dressm aker, 
finds m any a prototype in G uadalajara, fur 
hundreds of native wom en spend their 
lives in m aking clothes for these rag figures, 
iu the m ost accurate and particular m an­ 
n er possible. 
T he rag-ligure m aker is an 
artist in his way. and produces perfect 
likenesses of m en. w om en and children, 
representing all callings and classes in 
Mexico—from ragged icpcrot to señoritas 
of fashion, sandal-sbod w ater-carriers and 
poultrv-venders, elegantly-attired caballeros 
or gentlem en of leisure, nuns, priests and 
servants. 
L ike the Occidental nations, M exico has 
a m anufacture of textile fabries, peculiarly 
its ow n. 
T he M exican weaver of silk and 
cocoa goods uses a loom resem bling n oth­ 
ing ever seen no rth of the Rio G rande—a 
prim itive and clum sy affair, yet w hich 
turns out rem arkably good work. 
As no 
village, how ever poor, is w ithout its reboso 
and serape m anufacturee, one m ay see scores 
of them in operation ia alm ost any street 
in G uadalajara. 
One has also a chance to study the in ­ 
genuity of the 


WAX-WORKERS, 
W ho are eternally fashioning fruits and 
flowers, “ large as life and twice as n atu ral,” 
as Mrs. P artington observed of th e stuffed 
crocodile. 
A sk one of these dark-skinned 
w orkm en for an apple or an orange, and 
w ith incredible rapidity he will m anufact­ 
ure one w hich would tem pt the gods to be 
deceived by its exact shape and delicate, 
fruity bloom . 
It is m erely a layer of wax 
over form s of papier inache : but the soft 
subs ance is sc deftly m anipulated and the 
colors so accurately applied, th at one is lost 
in astonishm ent. 
M exican gold and 
silver em broidery, 
thread lace, “ draw n ” w ork, and intricate 
needle-w ork also com m and universal ad­ 
m iration. B ut the richest and m ost curious 
of all is the phnnoje, or feat her-w ork, w hich 
is m ade only in Mexico, and now here bet­ 
ter than in G uadalajara, the secret of w hich 
is know n only to certain fam ilies, in which 
it has been preserved for centuries. 
In 
this city there are elegant m ansions deco­ 
rated som ething 
as were M ontezum a's 
palaces w ith feather-w ork the m ost elabor­ 
ate, w hich is neither tapestry nor applique, 
nor is it woven into nor sewn upon the 
foundation. 
T here are m agnificent cur­ 
tains also, besides altar cloths, scarfs, h a n g -, 
ings and other decorations, m ade o f som e ¡ 
heavy m aterial ornam ented in an indes­ 
cribably brillian t m anner by leaves and 
foliable of em broidery, in w hich birds 
stand out in bold relief, because th e latter 
uie m ade of the n a tu ral plum age of the 
birds them selves. 
By som e m ysterious 
process, know n onlv to the artists, these 
real feathers are w rought upon the stuffed 
surface so n aturally th at the bird from 
w hich the plum age cam e is perfectly repro­ 
duced. 
T he sam e urt is also exercised upon cards 
(large and sm allp scarf pins, h air orna­ 
m ents, etc., and the tiniest hum m ing birds 
to the tallest of the stork fam ily are accu­ 
rately represented. 
T he plum aje of the a n ­ 
cient M exicans has often been described by 
early travelers, and a few ragged specim ens 
of the royal feather cloaks w orn by M onte­ 
zum a an d his nobles m ay still be seen flut­ 
tering upon the w alls of m useum s. 
The 
nuns of later days became greatly skilled 
in th e art, and m ade m osaic pictures of 
feathers, w hich, we are told, exceeded any 
painting ever seen in beauty and brilliancy 
o f coloring. 
T hat we can readily believe, 
considering the gorgeous plum age of par­ 
rots, m acaw s and other M exican birds. 
Form erly all the trade of G uadalajara 
w as carried on through the port of ¿an 
Bias, but is now rem oved to the superior 
harbors of G uavm asand M uzatlan—as onr 
Socialistic friends o f the A m erican colony 
at Topolobam po bay, ou the coast of Sina­ 
loa, hope in tim e to m onopolize it them ­ 
selves.

F ancber is going to die. 
For tw enty years 
she lias resisted death in the m ost rem ark­ 
able way, and now an accident has occurred 
w hich th e physicians say will bring the 
end in a few days. 
Miss Faneher was 
lifted, as nsual. from her bed in order to 
have th e linen changed, when the atten d ­ 
ants accidentally dropped her on the tloor. 
She struck violently on her head, and was 
rendered senseless. 
H er 
extraordinary 
nervous constitution was seriously shocked, 
and the doctors who have had charge ol 
h er case for a long tim e declare th at she 
cannot recover. 
If Miss F aneher and her fam ily had been 
w illing to have her w onderful history gen­ 
erally know n, or m ade the subject of scien­ 
tific inquiry, the world w ould have been 
divided into tw o factions, and everybody 
would have been a jairtisan of one side or 
the other ; for such are th e circum stances 
th at no one could have failed to hear of 
them . 
One faction w ould have insisted 
th at there was trickery and deception in ­ 
volved in the case, am i thus dism issed it 
w ith co n tem p t; the other would have de­ 
clared it the m ost astounding, m ysterious 
disorder ever know n. 
As it is, th e facts 
th at are adm itted are enough to cause bit­ 
ter dissensions in th e m edical profession, 
and to cause laym en to m arvel w hen they 
learn them . 
A nd by adm itting facts is 
m eant those th at are authenticated beyond 
di bilief. 
If tliere were not physicians of 
good repute and clergym en to attest them , 
they w ould have strong circum stantial cor- 
rob r ti n in the fact trie fam ily lias stead­ 
ily avoided any schem e that would lead to 
the notoriety of th e unfortunate w om an, 
m uch less to any financial profit th a t m ight 
be derived from aw akening interest in her. 
In 1807 Miss F aneher, then 16 years old, 
was th e victim of tw o or three accidents. 
Once she was throw n from a horse and at 
another tim e fell from a street car and was 
badly bruised. T he last affair injured her 
spine, and as a partial result she has been 
confined to her bed ever since. 
H er par­ 
ents were dead, b ut she found the m ost 
constant care at the hands of relatives. 
The best physicians w ere sum m oned to at- 
teud her, m ost of w hom ar ■ now living to 
atresttlie strange developm ent of her dis­ 
order. 
H er nervous system seem ed to be 
literally wrecked. 
She had long and fran­ 
tic nervous convulsions, in w hich she ap­ 
parently suffered excruciating agony. 
She 
cam e out of these spasm s insensible, and 
w ould lie passive for a tim e until the chao­ 
tic agitations began again. 
N othing th at 
was done for her produced any favora­ 
ble 
effect, 
and 
the 
physicians 
be­ 
lieved th at she would presently die from 
th e violence of her sufferings 
B ut after 
passing through several tim es m ore than 
w ould have been accepted as sufficient to 
cause death in ordinary people, it began 
to 
appear 
th at 
her senses 
were 
one 
by 
one 
leaving 
her. 
Sight, 
hearing 
an d 
feeling departed, 
and 
her periods 
o f rest 
becam e longer and m ore fre­ 
qu en t. 
Once, in one of these periods she 
was declared dead, bu t her friends did not 
accept th e decision and w atched her pa­ 
tien tly and anxiously for tw enty days. 
A t 
th e expiration of th a t tim e she returned to 
life and consciousness. 
H er power of 
speech w as restored, as well as her other 
faculties, an d she told strange stories of 
w hat she had experienced d uring her cata­ 
leptic condition. 
A fter a few days she 
w ent into another trance, but it did not 
last long. 
The sem blance to death was 
even m ore m arked th an form erly, and the 
retu rn o f life was as sudden an d u nex­ 
pected. 
T he occurrences were all w ithin 
th e first two m o n th s of her iff ness, and 
perhaps the strangest fact of all is that in 
this tim e she took no nourishm ent w hat­ 
ever. 
Dr. S. F leet Spier was th e chief 
physician in charge of her ease, and he 
has continued to be u n til this day. 
H e 
took pains to drop in w hen he was not ex ­ 
pected at his patient's house, and often ad ­ 
m inistered em etics, and the result in v ari­ 
ably proved th at M iss Faneher had eaten 
nothing. 
To a rem arkable extent this fast 
has continued ever since. 
A t th e end of 
the tw o m onths she could retain a sm all 
q u an tity of light food, b ut during the 
tw enty years th a t have elapsed it is said, 
on good authority, th at she has not eaten 
enough to keep a baby alive for a week. 
One day early in her illness she w ent 
into a rigid trance with her head resting on 
her right arm . 
Tfie trance endured four 
days, but it was nine years before she m od­ 
ified h er attitude or th e position of her 
lim bs. 
D uring this period she had m any 
trances, bnt w hen she cam e out of them 
the pow er of speech returned to her, and 
she conversed intelligently w ith her friends. 
She told graphic tales of visions of the con­ 
ventional paradise, streets of gold, shining 
w hite angels, heavenly harpers, and the 
like, and she insisted th at 
her angel 
friends were w ith her constantly. 
In 
m any respects she spoke after the m anner 
of spiritualistic m edium s, and delivered 
m essages from departed friends to the liv­ 
ing. 
B ut no report of this was allow ed to 
go from th e house for years, and Miss 
Faneher even expressed a m ild aversion 
to deliberate experim ents in the way of 
com m uning w ith departed friends. 
This, 
in fact, has been her attitu d e throughout 
all h er long illness ; she was perfectly w ill­ 
ing to tell w hat she saw. hut did not be­ 
lieve in inducing deliberately the return of 
her strange experiences, or the exercise of 
her m ysterious faculties. 
For, as her dis­ 
ease developed during the nine years she 
exhibited a faculty, called for the lack of a 
better nam e second sight. 
T he stories told 
about h er powers in this direction ap­ 
proach th e absolutely fabulous, but m any 
of them arc so well authenticated th at 
they cannot 
be 
entirely rejected. 
She 
never opened her eyes, but if she had it 
w ould not have assisted h er in repeating 
th e contents o f an unopened letter ju st 
brought in from th e Postoffice. 
T hat teat 
has been a com m on one witli her. 
B at 
bow everm nch credenceone m avbeinclined 
to place in such anedotes, the scientific 
data are equally rem arkable. H er ordinary 
faculties cam e and w ent in th e utm ost dis­ 
order. 
One day she could talk, m ove all 
her body except th e right arm under her 
bead, taste and fe el; w ithout w arning, one 
or all of these faculties w ould leave her. 
It m ight be that she ceased talking in the 
m idst of a sentence ; or th at she ceased to 
h e a r; or to fe el; or all these three to g eth er; 
and in addition would com e a rigidity of 
the body, a death dam pness all over her, 
and all the appearance of a corpse. 
T his 
m ight endure several days, and m eantim e 
th e only sign of life, but a good oue, would 
be a faint beating of the heart. She became 
so thin from the neck dow n th at she seemed 
m erely skin and bone. 
She could take no 
solid food at all, and asked occasionally for 
fruit juice w ith w hich she m oistened her 
lips. 
A nd that no detail of the m arvelons 
m ay be lackiDg, she was never covered by 
anything heavier th an a sheet, even in w in­ 
ter, on account of h er extrem e sensitive­ 
ness to heat. 
Such in the rough was th e character of 
h er existence at th at period of her illness, 
and w hen the m uscles of her body again 
relaxed, and she at last changed her posi­ 
tion, the nine years vanished from her 
m em ory like the light dream s of a single 
night. 
To this day she has not the slight­ 
est recollection of th at weary tim e. 
H er 
life for ten years has had its com pensations. 
H er eyes have n ot yet opened, b ut she has 
neverthless been conscious of color, to say 
nothing of the presence of friends and ob­ 
jects in the room . She even busies herself 
in her conscious intervals in fancy needle­ 
w ork and in m olding w ith w ax. 
H er 
w ork in both these departm ents is su r­ 
prisingly good, and the flowers she m akes 
w ith wax show a botanical know ledge 
greater, it is said, th an she could have 
learned at school. She selects her colors 
and m aterials w ithout assistance, and talks 
o f things in her room exactly as if h er eyes 
were open an d she really saw them . 
She 
w rites rapidly and well, and her friends 
say th at she has kept a jo u rn al o f her ex ­ 
periences nearly from the beginning of her 
aw akening after the n ine years' darkness. 
A t present she does n o t sleep, b at th e rest 
needed for h er strange system is probably 
gained In th e prolonged trances w hich still 


m ark h er existence. 
H er people claim 
th it h er spirit friends throw her into a 
trance w hen she gets wearv. 
Certain it is 
th at her earthly friends tío so, too, w hen 
they disturb her w ith sudden noises or 
other occurrences liable to shock sensitive 
nerves. 
Miss F aneher is a Christian, firm 
and patient in the faith. 
She has m any 
w arm friends w ho find a keen delight in 
h er intelligent, interesting conversation. 
O f late years she has increased in weight, 
considerable flesh having been restored to 
h er lim bs. 
B ut she has suffered terribly 
from neuralgic pains, and it is said th at to 
h er ailm ents heart disease m ust be added. 
Drs. Spier and O rm iston say th at in the 
event of Miss R ancher’s death th ey w ill be 
at lib eity to give a scientific account of her 
disorder that will be likely to astonish the 
world, in spite of the puzzling character of 
th e facts already know n.

JUDGE LYNCH. 


Although J had been a member of Üie X 
bar for many years, and knew personally 
and officially nearly all the Judges of the 
State and of the Federal Courts, I had never 
made the acquaintance of that perambu­ 
lating tribunal presided over by Justice 
Lynch until I went to reside for a few 
m onths in a neighboring State, where ru­ 
m or has it that Judge Lynch made his 
debut. 
The m eeting came about this w ay: 
There had been a long and expensive judi­ 
cial season at X ; and Mallory Jock, the 
criminal lawyer, had saved another victim 
from the sword of justice. The nam e of 
the sinner who was snatched from the 
hands of the hangman was Black Bill. Bill 
was exceedingly handy with his pistol, 
and on this occasion had shot and killed 
the conductor of a street car because he 
persisted in trying to collect the car fare. 
As both lawyer and client were notorious, 
the trial brought the whole population to 
the Court-house to witness the illegal con­ 
test, and. as usual, the bar came out victo­ 
rious. Bill had mistaken the conductor’s 
ticket punch for a pistol, the official for a 
robber, and had shot the latter in self-de­ 
fense ; besides forcing the Judge to charge 
that if the defendant really mistook the 
bell-punch for a pistol, pointed in a m ena­ 
cing and dangerous manner, they were 
bound, iu fact, to treat it as though it was 
a veritable revolver, with 38-caliber sh<?t 
>n it, and not an innocent recording bell- 
punch. 
Of coarse Bill was Acquitted, and he 
walked down Main street, the admired cen­ 
ter of all gamers. This was the farce. The 
tragedy came about in this way : 
As may be anticipated, Bill was very 
m uch elated over his escape, especially as 
it happened to be his third trial for m ur­ 
der and he was rather superstitious about 
the tigure 3. 
He celebrated it in a roaring 
spree, which lasted a week and kept that 
part of the town in an uproar. There was 
drinking, singing and fighing in harm oni­ 
ous and constant succession, as though Bill 
was going to introduce the famous Bacchic 
revels and life was to be an orgy of drink­ 
ing and fisticuff. It was about the third 
day of ihe feast when the barkeeper, in a 
thoughtful moment, demanded payment 
of the score, in default of which he pro­ 
posed to tum ble the “gang” into the street. 
Bill, whose life had ju st been saved at an 
expense to the State of a thousand dollars, 
was naturally indignant, and in the ab­ 
sence of bis pistol he knocked the thoughtful 
barkeeper down with a beer glass.

The latter sneaked quietly across the 
street, came back with a shotgun, poured 
the contents oi both barrels into the hack 
of the fighting Marshal and killed him on 
thespot. This was the climax. Thebraw l 
oeascd as suddenly as it had arisen—the 
fighters slunk back from Bill in disgnst, 
and even he turned his blood-shot eyes 
anxiously down at the now quiet Marshal. 
Then he placed the gun in a corner, and 
some one whispered “ Git,” and he walked 
out into the street and after a moment's 
pause slunk rapidly away under the shad­ 
ows of the houses and the trees. 
He had not walked a dozen squares be­ 
fore lie perceived that there was something 
the matter with either the people or the 
town. Men ran ahead of him, others fol­ 
lowed and dogged his footsteps, and doors 
were banged as he passed. H ark! thefire- 
bell was ringing, and the whistle of the 
ferryboat awoke the echoes on the river. 
The stream of lights in thedistance was not 
m ade up of fire-flies, but of m en and boys 
carrying lanterns, and armed with clubs 
and shotguns. He tried several doors on 
the way, well-known places of refuge, but 
they were closed, and no glint of light from 
the windows. 
Then came the tramp, tram p of m arch­ 
ing men, and in darting around the corner 
he found him self instantly surrounded with 
a mob, who ordered him brutallv to stand 
and hold up his hands! Bill smiled as be 
recognized the voice, and lazily complied 
w ith the ord er; then be scanned the crowd 
eagerly, but they were masked, and the 
only plain, unmistakable thing was the re­ 
volver, which gleamed at him from all di­ 
rections. The leader, in his red shirt, 
slouched hat, pantaloons stufTed in his 
boots, and under his arm a long, black bar­ 
reled rifle, stood eyeing him in silence. 
“ Hello, Long Jim ,” said Bill, animated 
with a sudden gleam of hope, “ you'll give 
a fellow a chance for his life, won’t vou, 
Jim Í” 
“ W hat I" replied the leader, contem ptu­ 
ously. 
"1 don't know yer. This ain't no 
rabbit-hunting party—tliis is Judge Lvtichl 
There has been killing enough in' this 
town—there'll be another, and then the 
thing will stop. Fold your arm s—right 
about face, m arch!” 
Yes, tills was Judge Lynch—Court, jury 
and executioner, all in one. 
When the itinerant court passed my 
door 1 was smoking an evening cigar, and 
having heard the alarm bell, was search­ 
ing the horizon for the sign of fire, which 
nowhere could be seen. “The moon was 
out. and but for the flying prooession of 
clouds that continually scudded in front, 
the town of X was fairly lit up with the 
white, silent lig h t I was still wondering 
if the «loud» m eant rain or snow, when the 
odd 
and 
fantastic judicial prooession 
marched silently by. 
No funeral party 
was graver, made iess noise or marched 
with more decorum. There was only one 
exception to the general good heha*ior, 
and that was the impression of the by 
stauders. Every looker on was im medi­ 
ately “ pressed” into the crowd. Not one 
was allowed to look and depart, but he was 
foroed to assist in the ceremony. 
I was in 
the doorway when a fellow, hideously 
draped aud disguised, laid hold upon me, 
and pointing with his revolver to the mob, 
told me to “ fall in.” 
“ W hy, certainly,” and 1 marc&ed with 
the reet. 
As there was very little talking there was 
abundant oppoitnuity for reflection, aud 
yet probably the only one who was doing 
any systematic thinking was the victim 
Biil, as he turned his head from right to 
lett, vainly searching for some sign of suo- 
cor. 
For myself, I no sooner guessed the ob­ 
ject—or rather purpose—of the judicial 
train 
than my curiosity overrode and 
silenced all legal scruples to the enterprise. 
Besides. 1 consoled myself with the thought 
that as all our great jurists anil statesmen 
had found no higher source of authority 
than the people, and that everything came 
from and was for the benefit of the people, 
-sorely an im prom ptu tribunal of the peo­ 
ple like Judge Lynch was beyond impeaoh- 
xneuL 
On we went, from street to street 
and pike to pike, tbecrowd constantly gain­ 
ing in size and hope of rescue consequently 
dim inishing. As the eager people outflanked 
Bill on either side, he could not help notic­ 
ing the difference between the sullen and 
aoomful glance of these m en’s eyee, to the 
pleasant, watery-eyed, benevolent looks of 
Lis friends, the late ju ry ; no tears, no 
«cades over the pathos or hum or of coun­ 
sel h ere; only anger, dark and vicious as 
th e ocean at night. 
ttoee or twice Bill wduld side up to the 
toll, gam. t leader, and whisper, as he tried 
to oatch his eye, a sobbing appeal for a 
¿•'«tuw ee," ” Give a fellow a chance for 


his life, won t you ?" This was the con­ 
stant and the only appeal, and the reply 
was equally short and determ ined : “ Shut 
up 1” and “ l)o your prayiDg and make it 
brief 1” 
We passed the house of Judge Beans, but 
the please everybody face of Justice Wig- 
glewaggle, as he was called, was not to be 
seen. This was not a Court of law, but a 
rough and tum ble arena of justice. We 
bad been m arching for an hour when the 
leader suddenly turned from the pike and 
we entered a strip oí woods, which divided 
X from its agricultural background.

.and homicide ! 
It was true there was no 
Mallory Jack to bully and hector them in a 
so-called 
cross-examination; nor Judge 
Wigglewaggle to frown upon the stupid aud 
smile upon the im pudent and bold, and no 
sympathetic fringe of people who love to 
help the under dog.

I left Long Jim la> ii,a down-the law, and 
the Sheriff listening, and 1 judge that the 
argum ent used w ascunvim iug, for the pa­ 
péis a day or two afterward announced the 
verdict of the Coroner i.e. “ justifiable hom ­ 
icide, while escaping from the Sheriff and 
his posse.” 
As I passed the spot where the victim 
was lying, the pitiable pathos of the silent 
figure was increased by the woman that 
bent above it and sobbed, “ Oh, Bill,” and 
kissed the knotted fingers that had often 
struck her in anger.

M a ry Q u een o f S cots. 
Though born in Scotland, Mary Stuart 
never possessed great fluency in the lan­ 
guage of the country over which she wus 
called to rule. H er knowledge of it was 
acquired chiefly, if not wholly, after her re­ 
turn from France. Her father, from whom 
she m ight have learned it in childhood, she 
never knew. For her mother the northern 
Doric remained through life a foreign 
tongue. The attendants with whom she 
was surrounded in her earliest infancy 
were either French or had been educated 
in France. 
It is therefore questionable 
whether she could express herself iu w hat 
was nom inally her native tongue, even 
when she sailed from Dumbarton on her 
journey to the Court of the Valois. T hat 
she forgot whatever she may then have 
known of it is beyond doubt. Seven years 
after she had left France she was still m ak­ 
ing efforts to learn English, using transla­ 
tions—among others an English version of 
the Psalms—for the purpose, but not meet­ 
ing with signal success. Conversing with 
Nicholas W hite, as lateas 15G9. she began 
with excuses for “ her ill English, declar­ 
ing herself more willing than apt to learn 
the language.” It was toward the end of 
the same year that she wrote what she her­ 
self describes as her first letter in English. 
This circumstance may warrant its repro­ 
duction. though as a historical document 
merely it possesses no importance. It is 
addressed to Sir Francis Knollys : “ Mester 
Knollis, y heuu bar sum neus from Scot­ 
land ; y sen rou the double oft them y vreit 
to the quin my gud mother, and pres zou 
to du the lyk, conforme to that y spak 
zesteruicht vnto zou, and sut hesti ansur y 
refer all to zour discretion, and wil lipne 
better in zour gud delin for mi, nor y kan 
persuad zou, nerali in this language; excus 
my iuel vreitin for v neuuer vsed it afor, 
and am hestet. • * * Excus my iuel 
vreitin thes fund tym .”- The Gentleman's 
Magutme.

AMERICAN CITIZENS IN 
GERMANY 


The order of the German Government 
is, that on notice, “ German-American ” 
citizens residing in Germany must leave 
the Empire. 
At first blush this seems a 
harsh and tyrannical decree. 
But we are 
assured by the German officials that the 
order will not be enforced against those 
who reside in cities and do not intermingle 
in local political affairs, or incite German 
subjects to disorder and discontent. 
It is 
contended that it has become customary 
for certain classes of Germans to come to 
the United States and after being duly 
naturalized return to Germany and there 
flaunt their new citizenship in the faces 
of their old comrades, and boast of their 
freedom from duty to the German Govern­ 
ment, and that such conduct tends to 
create discontent, desertion and disorder. 
The doctrine of our system is that the 
American citizen, wherever he may be, 
has the right to protection of the flag. 
Upon this theory we would be justified in 
calling Germany to account for expulsion 
•f any of our people who bad not rendered 
themselves amenable to the criminal laws 
of the country. 
Yet it may well l>e 
doubted if the Government of the United 
States will seriously concern itself with 
the cases of those who are expelled for in­ 
citing the German people to disorder, or 
inspiring them with discontent. 
It was never contemplated in investing 
the foreign born with American citizen- 
shi p, that it should be used as a cloak and 
shield for those who wish to reside abroad 
permanently for the purpose of enabling 
them to offensively meddle in the affairs 
of a nation with which we maintain terms 
•f amity. 
Adapting the situation to our 
own case, we will readily understand how 
the German Government looks at the 
matter. 
I,et us suppose German subjects 
residing in this country to be engaged in 
the work of inciting our own people to 
riot and rebellion, or in stirring up strife 
as the German Anarchists now are doing 
in Illinois, Ohio and New York. 
The 
disposition in all such cases is strong upon 
order respecting and 'liberty-loving people 
to expel these firebrands and conspirators. 
Neither do we pause to consider that they 
arc under the protection of German citi­ 
zenship. 
Very true, this is a republic, and we 
guarantee to all the right to freely write, 
print and speak, and hold our criminal 
laws to be sufficient to punish all infrac­ 
tions of the order of society, while in Ger­ 
many there 
is 
liberty 
only to 
the 
extent 
to which 
a 
governing 
class 
grants 
it 
to 
the 
governed. 
W hile 
it 
is 
not 
likely that 
our 
Govern­ 
ment will permit any flagrant invasion of 
the rights of its citizens in Germany, it is 
unlikely that those who go abroad to re­ 
side and still claim American citizenship, 
will receive much sympathy at home, if 
expelled from foreign countries foi con­ 
duct there deemed dangerous to the local 
Government, no matter whether we be­ 
lieve that form of government to be wise 
or best conservative of human rights, or 
not. 
This is not a republic for the pur­ 
pose of sending out missionaries to convert 
other peoples to our way of thinking 
whether they like it or not, and according 
ts the individual ideas of the self-appoint­ 
ed political evangelists. 
The very best use the American can 
asake of his sovereignty is to keep his resi­ 
dence in this country, and let the example 
• f the nation, and the natural results ot 
free government do the preaching. 
We 
will be bound to protect our citizens 
abroad, but we may rise to the level of the 
wisdom of recognizing by new and express 
laws forfeiture of rights by abandonment 
in the act of taking up permanent resi­ 
dence abroad. 
The order of the German 
Government is just what is to be expected 
from a monarchy; it will do our natural­ 
ized citizens much good, since it will ex­ 
pose to them, in a new and strong light, 
the radical difference between government 
by the consent of the governed and gov­ 
ernment under the iron hand of imperial­ 
ism. 
Our people have enjoyed such won­ 
derfully broad and precious privileges as 
Americans, that a formidable number of 
ih e foreign-born hare, if we are to judge 


by their companionship with assailants of 
republican 
institutions, forgotten with 
what inestimable blessings they are here 
favored. By comparison of the liberty they 
here enjoy to come and go as they please, 
to speak and write and publish as inclina­ 
tion moves them, with the narrow bounds 
of citizenship atid human rights under a 
European monarch, these malcontents may 
be led to pause and ask themselves if they 
are not guilty of ingratitude, to say the 
least, in consorting with Socialists, An­ 
archists and the classes who are forever 
“against the Government.” 
It is noteworthy that the peaceful, con­ 
tented and best classes of our naturalized 
citizens express no sympathy with those 
complained of by Germany. 
On the con­ 
trary, wc hear from the greater number 
approval of the order of the German Gov­ 
ernment. .After all, that power has paid 
to the American system a high tribute 
when it confesses that it cannot with sifety 
permit entire freedom of speech, as wc do. 
W hile it fears the American citizen as an 
evangelist of freedom, we endure the bowl­ 
ings and plottings of the Anarchist mob it 
sends to us, with annovanee on ly; fear is 
not an element in it. 


THE APPRENTICE QUESTION. 


A strike prevails in the East among a 
class of workmen who are better paid than 
any others, because the employers desire 
to have American hoys learn the trade. 
The workmen object, except that a given 
small number may be apprenticed. So 
long as the gate is open and foreign work­ 
men freely admitted, why shut the doors 
of the trades to our own children ? 
It is 
the very logic of folly to “ bar out ” the 
American boy and drive him tohoodlumism 
while admitting 
and making room for 
alien workmen. 
Last year, says the Massachusetts Labor 
Commissioner, with steerage fare across 
the Atlantic but $8, over 8,000 skilled 
workmen came to America, worked the 
summer season through without protest 
from the trade-unions. at such wages as 
they never receive in Europe, and with 
the oncoming winter returned to their 
foreign homes with their earnings. 
A t the 
same time the American born boys found 
the doors of skilled trades closed in tlieir 
faces, and went, all over the land, into 
stores and offices, and struggled as best 
they might at vocations not calculated to 
fit them properly for life. 
If the immigration doors were closed, 
there would be much mure of reason in 
the claim of the unions that it is injurious 
to all, and beneficial to none, to train so 
many- apprentices that the supply of jour­ 
neymen and master workmen will presently 
exceed the demand, and thus bring about 
lower wages and discouragement. 
But if it 
is wise and justifiable for skilled workmen 
to combine to lim it apprentices, it is 
equally as defensible for employers to form 
combinations for the purpose of oppressing 
workers. Let us suppose those in all trades 
and vocations of every nature to combine 
to prevent all except a limited number 
from obtaining employment in such voca­ 
tions, where would we be led ? 
Certainly 
to the driving of a vast number into en­ 
forced idleness, and idleness is the father 
of crime and misery. 
If the doctrine for which the silver­ 
smiths contend in New York to-day is car­ 
ried out in all its fullness, what will the 
unions do about the technical and manual- 
training schools that are springing up all 
over the land ? 
Do they propose to put a 
boycottt upon these aids to humanity ? 
Suppose men take it into their own hands, 
as many do, to train their sons for trades 
independently of the unions, what will 
these organizations do about it ? 
If their 
doctrine is sound in its defenses, and right 
policy for all men to adopt, then it ought 
to be reflected in the laws of the land, and 
the force and authority of the Government I 
be brought to bear to give it effect. 
In 
that case we would have the law forbidding 
all beyond a certain number acquiring any 
of the arts and skilled trades ; for if it 
is a good rule for one it is for all. 
The 
great surplus of workers would then of 
necessity be driven to the ranks of un­ 
skilled labor by this monopolization. 
We 
would thus have a limitation put upon 
those who, no matter what their natural 
ability and taste, should be trained in 
nortrait and landscape painting, in de­ 
signing, in sculpture, in modeling, in 
music for a livelihood, in banking, in the 
art of selling classes of goods, in railroad­ 
ing, in agriculture and all else, and by 
sucli a process we would hope to secure 
that equal distribution which would give 
all something to do at good wages. 
If there are any other rational laws than 
those of supply and demand, or competi­ 
tion, to regulate these matters, the world 
has not yet discovered what they are. De­ 
mand is the director of industry. 
As the 
supply increases the improvement in its 
quality will increase also, and those best 
fitted to accomplish will command employ­ 
ment, and fluctuations of demaud and 
supply will always be marked by a corre­ 
sponding adjustment of production and 
labor to meet them.

THE__LEPERS. 
The California Medical Society, now in 
annual convention, has received from one 
of its committees a report on leprosy in 
California. 
The committee 
finds that 
there are seven cases in San Francisco, one 
in Sonoma, one in Monterey, one in Ala­ 
meda, and some in Southern California. 
The recommendation is made that these 
lepers be congregated and set apart from 
other men, and that strict quarantine lie 
maintained over them. 
It is added that 
it would lie wise to negotiate for their re­ 
moval to the Sandwich Islands and placed 
in the leper colony there. 
If the H a­ 
waiian Government can be prevailed upon 
to consent to this, it will be the most eco­ 
nomic plan that can be adopted. 
Hawaii 
has several hundred of these incurables 
colonized in a remote place, and cut off 
from association with other human beings. 
The addition of a dozen to the number can 
make no difference to the colony, and will 
bring the Government some little revenue 
for a time, while the removal will take 
from among our people these hopelessly 
diseased wretches whose presence is a seri­ 
ous menace. 
Leprosy is both hereditary 
and contagious. 
The twelve or thirteen 
lepers now in California are sufficient in 
number to spread the disease far and wide 
among our people, and bring upon us a 
terrible ill for which, when once it gains 
a foothold, there is absolutely no specific. 
We have given too little attention to this 


subject in California, though it concerns 
one of the most awful of threats to human 
happiness. 
So fearful is the committee of 
the Medical Society of the spread of the 
disease that they 
enter their protest 
against placing leperous patients in our 
small-pox hospitals, as is now done in Sen 
Francisco, and they advise that on the 
death of a leper the body be cremated, or 
tbat it be buried in chloride of lime, and 
that the last stitch of clothing, or clothes 
touched by the leper, 1)2 destroyed by lire. 
That it is not mere nervous alarm thus 
disturbing the committee, is shown by the 
citation of authorities of the highest order, 
and the opinions of the most eminent- 


medical men in various parts o t the world, 
with whom the committee have communi­ 
cated for the purpose of thoroughly in­ 
forming themselves upon the subject. 
As 
the dozen lepers we now have scattered 
about the State are such a source of dapger 
to the people, it would appear that some 
immediate steps should be taken for tlieir 
sequestration in a remote place, or their 
removal from the State. 
To wait until 
another Legislature meets, in the hope it 
will provide the means for the purpose, 
may be delaying at heavy cost. 
The 
counties where the lepers now are might 
well act in the matter at once, under the 
advice of the State Board of Health, and 
trust to the Legislature to reimburse them 
for sucli necessary outlay of money as may 
be involved. 


THE WORD CRAZE AND SLANG. 


Edward Everett Hale says, in a recent 
article, that Boston takes up a new word 
every year, and rides it to death. 
For in­ 
stances, one year it was “ frank.” 
They 
spoke with lack of 
discrimination of 
“ frank pictures,” “ frank elevations ” of 
architectural fronts, 
“ frank 
plots” in 
novels, etc. 
Another year the craze ran 
to the hobby “ earnest,” and there was 
scarcely a conversation among bookish and 
society people in which this word was not 
used to qualify nouns, verbs and adverbs. 
But Mr. Hale has no warrant for classify­ 
ing the craze for hobby words as peculiarly 
Bostonian. 
Words and phrases have, in 
all sections, been made pets for a season 
and then abandoned, giving place to newer 
forms ol short lived popularity. 
It re­ 
quires very little effort of memory for any­ 
one to recall scores of these popular lin­ 
guistic hobbies that have had their brief 
day. 
The noteworthy thing about the 
peculiarity is, that these hobby words of 
temporary life have in recent years be­ 
come slangy in nearly all cases; formerly 
they were at least cleanly and decent. 
The defense has been made that slang 
is ¡[excusable, in a large measure, for the 
virtue of its force, and that it fills the good 
office of vigor, conveying meanings with a 
momentum and convincing emphasis of 
which no other forms of expression are ca­ 
pable. 
But if this apology is good for 
slangy use in one case, it is good for all. 
If vigor and force and emphasis are the 
qualities most desirable in speech, then the 
hardest-shelled slang is most pardonable. 
The people of the West, of all others, are 
most given to the use of slang; 
so much 
so, indeed, that it threatens to take its 
place in approved vocabularies by usage. 
We are mixing our good and bad English 
in an alarming way, and the every-day ex­ 
pressions of the hoodlum are finding such 
looting in the conversation of society and 
the home that the children have become 
infected with it. 
Young America to-day, 
justified by the example of his elders, is 
scarcely capable of detailing the common­ 
est incident without conspicuously inter­ 
larding the recital with slang that is little 
short of vulgarity. 
The result is that the 
vocabulary of the youth of the day, instead 
of Iieing enlarged, is really narrowed and 
poverty-stricken,and the culture given our 
children in the schools appears to have 
little effect in correcting the evil. 


SUTTER S FORT 
AGAIN. 


It is to lie hoped that our citizens of 
means will not hesitate to subscribe for the 
purchase of the Butter’s Fort lots, and 
thus secure the location here of the home 
for the wives and widows of soldiers and 
sai lots. 
A subscription paper lias been 
opened at this office for the purpose, and 
ought to be filled promptly. 
It is a bit of 
enterprise which will fairly te«t the public 
spirit of our people. 
To secure the loca­ 
tion of the institution here, and at the 
same time save a land-mark of California 
history of the highest historic value, can 
be accomplished by the single act of mak­ 
ing up the purchase fund for the fort plat. 
Failure to do this will argue lack of spirit. 
Our evening contemporary, the Bee, 
while approving the R eco k d -U n io n ’s sub­ 
scription movement, asks what is to be the 
cost of 
the 
plat, 
and what will be 
done with it if the 
“ home” 
is not 
located here? 
The cost of the land it is 
believed will not exceed $6,500. 
If the 
“ Home ” is located e lsewhere there need 
be no immediate purchase. 
The subscrip­ 
tions asked for are simply pledges to pay 
in case the “ Home ” is given to Sacra­ 
mento. Sites tendered for such institutions 
are never deeded until there has been 
acceptance of the tender. 
What is now 
needed is a pledge to provide the site, 
that the Sacramento delegation of 
the 
Relief Corps may present as an earnest of 
our intention. 
But if the “ Home ” is lo­ 
cated elsewhere, still the plat should be 
reclaimed and made presentable, and for 
tbat purpose it might be turned over to 
the Pioneers and Native Sons to care for 
it. 
At any rate it should be reclaimed 
from private ownership, and so transformed 
as to be no longer a shame, but rather a 
feature worthy of exhibition to strangers. 


A CHICAGO OPINION. 


The dispatches convey to us an expres­ 
sion of the Chicago Times, to the effect 
that the operations of the interstate com­ 
merce law put a complete embargo upon 
the California salmon market in the East. 
Even under the low rates that grew out of 
competition the Canadian Pacific road 
entered the field and took away consider­ 
able of the salmon carrying traffic. 
The 
Times says the same road is now making 
a $1 rate to the salmon packers for de­ 
livery in Chicago, and a proportionally 
low rate to Eastern points. 
The paper 
adds: 
“ Though Pacific coast business has 
almost ceased, probably the average from 
Chicago daily for the past year up to April 
1st was 100 cars. 
Now a beggarly three or 
four carloads go forward, and these are 
made up of little odds and ends of house­ 
hold furniture, etc. 
About the 
only 
large contract that has been made since 


the law went into effect, was a few car­ 
loads of staves over the California fast- 
freight line. 
The rates on these have ad­ 
vanced 60 percent., an increase that Cali­ 
fornia wine-producers will have to pay. 
These and vehicles are about all the sub­ 
stantial traffic that have been offered since 
the law went into effect.” 
It will grow 
worse instead of better—the whole scheme 
of the law plays into foreign han*ls. 
It is 
likewise a two-edged sword ; cutting down 
the producer on one hand and the con­ 
sumer on the other. 
The people of the 
Mississippi valley will pay dearly for sup­ 
plies from either side, and most producers 
who have heretofore responded to their 
trade demands will receive no compensat­ 
ing return for their products. 


A MERCHANT'S VIEWS. 


The head of one of the chief commercial 
firms of the country, in giving his views 
to the Epoch of the business ontlock, says 
the situation is encouraging. 
The cause 
for the advent of prosperity, he holds, is, 
that the country has been going down hill 
for a long time, finally got to the bottom, 
and now there is nothing to do but go up. 
This is an amusing statement of the case, 
to be sure, but it really appears, on ex­ 
amination, to be the correct one. The chief 
thing that Mr. Clallin thinks can operate 
to prevent a series of prosperous years fol­ 
lowing this spring, is possible disturbance 
by the question of money, and with the 
overflowing treasury vaults in view he en­ 
tertains fear of that element becoming very 
troublesome. 
But this may be avoided, he 
holds, by the call for four and a half per 
cent, bonds and other administrative acts 
authorized by Congress. 
There is some­ 
thing significant in the expression of this 
leading merchant concerning the inter­ 
state commerce law. 
lie knew he spoke 
to the whole nation, and as one of the 
chief mercantile representatives of the 
land, when he declared that the law is 
“ hasty and ill-judged legislation.” 
He 
adds that the hope of escape from harm 
under it Ls found in the evident disposition 
of the (Commissioners to use their discre­ 
tion very broadly. 
lie declares that all 
the large imjiorters with whom he has 
consulted are agreed that the next Con­ 
gress must modify the law. 


W h il e very many Americans think the 
policy of the Government party in Eng­ 
land toward Ireland to lie unjust, yet 
the radical Socialists sympathizing with 
the Irish, who a few months ago made such 
a parade of threats aliout blowing up all 
England with dynamite, and are now be­ 
ginning to 
renew 
their vociferations, 
should bear in mind that the people of 
this country are deadly hostile to all 
policies of assassination. 
We are at jieace 
with England; she' is the nation of all 
others on earth the closest to us. 
We are 
of her blood and tongue, and have for her 
only friendly feelings. 
This people will 
not tolerate any plotting againstiier within 
tlieir jurisdiction. 
We are bound to do 
toward England as we would expect her to 
behave toward us in a case where our do­ 
mestic foes 
sought 
shelter with 
her. 
Neither Gladstone nor Parnell have an 
iota o f sympathy for Socialism or Anarch­ 
ism, and the method of the dynamitard is 
that of the Anarchist. 
Nothing will con­ 
tribute more to bring aliout the policy 
here that now prevails in the Swiss Re­ 
public—no toleration of Anarchists—than 
the loud-mouthed and secret plottings of 
the Anarchists and Socialists in America 
against England and the English.

It Is quite sure to be found in the sequel 
that that expulsion include! more than the Pa­ 
cific States. The exemptions so far from the 
operation of the fourth section, with a single 
exception, have been in the case of Southern 
roads.

W ith the beginning of the cent­ 
ury the sentim ent of self-government was 
just beginning to find expression in the 
Spanish W estern provinces. Central Amer­ 
ica, more fortunate than others, stepped 
within the circle of free States without 
convulsion or the shock of arms. 
But she 
did not escape internioine tribulation. 
In 
her new role she invited and received the 
assault of domestic foes, and ever since has 
been, with but brief respites, the battle­ 
ground for pa'rty contention of a character 
more tragic than any with which the peo­ 
ple of the United States—save in one in­ 
stance—have been familiar. The volume 
before us discusses in elaborate detail all 
(he events that marked the contest between 
the Church and an oligarchy to m aintain 
the upper hand ” in each of the Central 
American States. 
It treats of the W alker 
filibustering expedition, and of the many 
schemes for interoceanic communication 
by canal and by rail. 
England’s claims to 
tl e Mosquito coast and the Bay Islands and 
other matters, political parties, the chang­ 
ing forms of government in the several 
States, industrial progress, 
institutional 
matters, ecclesiastical affairs and the social 
condition oí the people receive appropriate 
consideration. As has been remarked by 
Mr. Bancroft, “ though Central America 
may not have attracted the attention of 
historians on the same scale that other 
Spanish-American 
Republics 
have, the 
country has been through the same ordeal. 
It is, however, exceptional in the fact that 
five weak States have preferred a separate 
sovereign independence to being consol­ 
idated into a powerful unity.” 
The volume denotes treatm entby Mr. Ban­ 
croft of the same character applied in his 
entire series to all the Pacific States. W e 
note, so far as we have read the volume (to 
the thirteenth chapter and up to the civil 
war of 1854), the same judicial calm that 
has characterized the authorship, especially 
in the later volumes of the series. Even in 
theearlier the im partial judgment has been 
the chief charm of the works. The earlier 
florid writing was mistaken by some mis­ 
led reviewers for the heat of prejudice. 
It was rather the enthusiasm of one deeply 
in love with his work, and to whom it was 
the most momentous affair of life. From 
the beginning a chief value of these works 
has been their wealth of citation and won­ 
derful evidences of tireless research. 
We 
can readily-conceive that all possible wit­ 
nesses to be called have been marshaled in 
these books, and that the evidence has 
been carefully weighed is undeniable. 
If 
the conclusions reached from this judicial 
examination have not always accorded 
with those of the reader, he at least has 
been exhaustively supplied with all the tes­ 
timony, and left at perfect liberty to for 
muíate a judgm ent lor himself. Precon­ 
ceived ideas concerning coast history have 
had more to do with adverse criticisms of 
Bancroft’s works than inherent faults in 
them. The judgm ent of literary men has 
too often been based upon other read­ 
ing of coast 
history, which authori­ 
ties have been accepted without question. 
It was som ething of rashness, in the esti­ 
mation of many, for Bancroft to enter the 
field and shatter idols, to controvert sup­ 
nosed facts and expose errors, and be has, 
in consequence, been compelled to take 
some punishm ent at the hands of adverse 
critics, who have now, however, m ainly 
been silenced by the burden of proofs and 
the calmer judgm ent of the reading public. 
The voluminousness of the Bancroft His 
tory has been the source of objection. It is 
scarcely defensible, since if the history of 
any one of the Pacific States is considered 
alone, it will not be found that more atten­ 
tion has been given it than its importance 
and the value of the history to the future 
justify. For instance, we have not found 
that thethr.ae volumes of the history of the 
Central American States is disproportionate 
to the gravity of the subject, or the pro­ 
found 
interest 
their 
rom antic annals 
awaken. So, too, considering the history 
of California, we venture the prediction 
that critical judges to come after us will 
express no surprise that the details have 
been extended to the limits they fill. It 
will rather be said tbat in the light of such 
conflicting testimonies as relate to Califor­ 
nia history, the text of the historian is short 
of rather than in excess of justifiable 
bounds. Mr. Bancroft’s histories will not, 
possibly, be so popularly read to-day as he 
would wish, but in the years to come they 
will be recognized as the one complete, 
rounded and substantial foundation for all 
after historical writing and readiDg upon 
these subjects. 
From John B. Alden, the publisher. New 
York, we have volumes 1 and 2 of his edi­ 
tion of the works of Shakespeare, edited by 
W iliiam George Clarke and William Aldi’s 
W right. The series is not only highly 
valuable, as giving the most generally ac­ 
cepted text, but the volumes are of the 
narrow page style introduced recently by 
Alden, and which make the lines so much 
more easy to read, because the rolling of 
the eye necessitated by the single column 
of the broad page is almost wholly avoided. 
Volume 1 contains “ The Tempest," “ Two 
Gentlemen of Verona,” “ The Merry Wive3 
of W indsor,” and “ Measure for Measure.” 
Volume 2 contains “ The Comedy of Er­ 
rors,” ‘‘Much Ado About Nothing,” “ Love's 
Labor Lost,” and “ Midsummer Night’s 
Dream." 
The “ Magazine of A rt ” for May (Cassell 
& Co., New York and London,) has for its 
frontispiece an etching after Jules W orm’s 
painting, “ Under the Chasm." 
The open­ 
ing article has the late Randolph Caldecott 
for its subject, and it is illustrated. A pa­ 
per describing a lost art of making glass 
follows, and “ Glimpses of A rtist Life,” 
with Mr. W ilson’s illustrations. 
A review 
of M. Plon's work on “ Leone Leoni and 
Pompeo Leoni,1'a n d “ Some Treasures of 
the National Gallery.” Copious art notes 
close the number. 
H arper & Bros., New York, have pub­ 
lished and A. L. Bancroft & Co., San Fran­ 
cisco, have for sale the work of Benson J. 
Lossing, LL.D., author of the “ Field Book 
of the Revolution,” entitled, “ Mary and 
Martha, the Mother and the Wife of George 
W ashington.” 
It is a quarto, elegantly 
gotten up and freely illustrated. The story 
of these two lives is told with skill, and in 
a style to make the reading not alone in­ 
structive, but greatly entertaining. 
“ The Mexico of To-Day” is the title of 
an 8vo. volum e, by Solomon Bulkley 
Griffin. New York, H arper it Bros.; San 
Francisco. A. L. Bancroft & Co. It is il­ 
lustrated, and is embellished with a map 
in colors. The text of the book originally 
appeared as a series of letters to the Spring­ 
field Republican. It is neither a history 
nor a guide-book, but a clear interesting 
detail of Mexico as seen to-day by an im ­ 
partial stranger.

On account of the Second Brigade being 
forced to go into an encampment as a 
whole, there will not be money enough to 
admit of encampments being held this 
year and next also, unless regiments and 
companies resolve to draw only half pay 
for each year, and make up the deficiency 
by self-assessments and contributions from 
citizens where the encampments will be 
held. It was understood among regimental 
commanders, when bilTs were before the 
legislature, that only regimental encamp- 
men s would be held, and there would be 
money enough to hold these annua! drills 
each year, since it was expected that certain 
regiments and battalions would not go to 
camp unless compelled to, and hence so 
much would oe saved to those who were 
eager lo avail themselves of field practice. 
No doubt our home regiment will he com­ 
pelled to draw full allowance, and will con­ 
sequently be unable to go into tamp next 
year. We have heard it stated that the 
Santa Cruz people offered $900 if the Second 
Brigade went there, but it was refused. If 
sucli is the fact, this regiment should have 
no difficulty in getting $500 or $000 of it; 
and it could afford to go with that amount. 
Some se' in to think that a point on the 
bay wou : be preferable—say San Rafael or 
Martinez, for instance. At Martinez the 
regiment would have the benefit of instruc­ 
tion from some of the reeular-army officers 
from the Benicia barracks, which is a con­ 
sideration worth a great deal. Besides, it 
is easy of access, the fare is cheap and bath­ 
ing facilities mnst be good there. 
The new cadet company drills once a 
week. The attendance has been full and 
complete so far, and the young gentlemen 
are well-behaved and seem to be progress­ 
ing rapidly. 
The only drawback has 
been

of 
officers 
to 
drill the company. 
As stated above, 
the attendance is large, averaging GO 
or SO, and there should be a half-dozen of 
the best oflicers present to take charge of a 
squad each while instructions in the school 
of the soldier is in progress. This would 
not do the oflicers barm. Many of them 
need this practice in imparting instruction 
to others. This will be one of the best 
Cadet companies iu the State if properly 
handled. Care should be taken in the ad­ 
mission of new members, and a certain 
standard of height should be established. 
The company will probably elect the bal­ 
ance of its officers at the first meeting in 
May. 
Colonel Guthrie, Lieutenant-Colonel Mc­ 
Kee and Major Neary were examined as to 
their qualifications and reported favorably 
upon. Commissions have already been is­ 
sued, and as soon as the uualifications are 
sent in, the staff officers Will be appointed, 
including a Signal Officer, with rank of 
First Lieutenant, as contemplated in the 
new law.

G e n e r a l W illia m » ' W ill. 
The late General Thomas H. Williams, 
who died February 28, 1886, left a will be­ 
queathing his estate of two or three 
million dollars to various heirs. It was a 
voluminous document, at times not ex­ 
actly clear. For instance, the sum of $50,­ 
000 was bequeathed to one of his sons, 
Percy Williams, but the wording of the 
document was such as to create a doubt 
whether the bequest was 
absolute or 
whether, in the event of Percy’s death 
prior to the distribution of the estate— 
which might be in three or five vears, as 
the executor should deem best—the legacy 
would not lapse to the estate. There was 
no contest over the matter, the executor, 
Judge George E. Williams, of El Dorado 
county, simply taking it before Judge Van 
Fleet, of the Superior Court ol this county, 
to have the meaning of the testator officially 
determined. Judge Van Fleet yesterday 
rendered a decree to this effect: “’That the 
legacy or devise of $50,000 in favor of 
Percy Williams is ar. absolute and vested 
interest in fee in said Percy Williams, the 
time of the enjoyment of which is post­ 
poned until distribution ; and that the said 
executor, apart from his duties as execu­ 
tor, up to the period of distribution, has no 
trust to perform, and is not authorized to 
retain possession of said legacy or devise 
beyond said period of distribution.”

Martin Halloran, foreman of the railroad 
yard, noticed this, and, as the Celestial 
moved hastily toward the Third-street 
bridge, he asked a Chinaman, who arrived 
by the same train, if he knew who the 
other was, receiving a response in the neg­ 
ative. Halloran concluded to follow Chi­ 
naman No. 1, but soon found that No. 2 
was likewise following, with his hand in 
his pistol pocket, and Martin concluded he 
was a defender of No. 1. This made him 
more anxious to find where the latter

No. 1 finally went 
into a store on the southeast corner of 
Fourth and I streets, and No. 2, who hail 
followed that far, left, and, passing down I 
street, went into a place between Second 
and Third, where he lett his pistol.

MARK TWAIN AS A SOLDIER. 


B la P o rt in th e B lo o d iest B u ttle F o o g h t 
in H u m an H istory. 
T he following is from the Baltimore 
American report of the twenty-second an­ 
niversary of the Veteran Association of 
M aryland : 
“ Mark Twain then responded to the 
toast to ‘ The Camp lire.' 
He was greeted 
with cheers and applause. 
“ W hen your Secretary invited me to 
this reunion of the Union Veterans of 
M aryland, he requested mo to come pre­ 
pared to clear up a m atter which he said 
had long been a subject of dispute and bad 
blood in war circles in this country—to 
wit, the true dimensions of my military 
services in the civil war, and the effect 
they had upon the general result. I re­ 
cognize the importance of this thing to 
history, and I have come prepared. Here 
are the details. I was in the civil war two 
weeks. In that brief timo I rose from pri­ 
vate to Second Lieutenant. The m onu­ 
m ental feature oí my campaign was the 
one battle which m y command fought—it 
was in the summer of '61. If I do say it, 
it was the bloodiest battle ever fought in 
hum an history; there is nothing approach­ 
ing it for destruction of hum an life in the 
field, if you take in consideration the 
forces engaged, and the proportion of death 
to survival. A nd yet you do not even 
know the name of that battle.. Neither do 
I. It had a liame, but I have forgotten it. 
It is no use to keep private information 
. which you can’t show off. 
Now look 
at 'he way history does. It takes the battle 
ot Buotiviile, fought near by, about the date 
of our slaughter, and shouts its teeth loose 
over it, ami yet never even mentions ours : 
doesn’t even call it an 
affair;’ doesn’t 
call it anything at a ll; never even heard of 
it. 
W hereas, w bat are the facts? W hy, 
these: In the battle of lioonville there were 
two thousand men engaged on the Union 
side,and about as many on tbeother—sup­ 
posed to be. The casualties, all told, were 
two men killed ; and not all of these were 
killed outright, but only baft" of them, for 
the other man died in hospital next day. I 
know that, because his great-uncle was sec­ 
ond cousin to m y grandfather, who spoke 
thre .‘language?,and was perfectly honorable 
and upright, though he had warts all over 
him , and used to—but never mind about 
that, the facts are just as I say, and I can 
prove it. Two men killed in that battle of 
Boonville; that's the whole result. All the 
others got away—on both sides. Now then, 
in our battle there were just fifteen men en­ 
gaged on our side—all Brigadier-Generals 
but me, and I was a Second Lieutenant. On 
the other side there was one man. lie was 
a stranger. W e killed him . It was night, 
and we thought he was an army of observa­ 
tion ; he looked like an arm y of observation 
—in fact, he looked bigger than an arm y of 
observation would in the daytime; and some 
of us believed he was trying" to surround us, 
and some thought he was going to try to 
turn our position, and so we shot him . 
Poor fellow, he probablv wasn't an army 
of observation, after all, hut that wasn’t 
oar fa u lt; as 1 say, he bad all the look of 
it in that dim light. It was a sorrowful 
circumstance, but he took the chances of 
war, and he drew the wrong card ; he 
over-estirnated his fighting strength, and 
he suffered the likely re su lt; but he fell as 
the brave should fall—with his face to the 
foe and feet to the field—so we buried him 
with the honors of war and took his things. 
So began and ended the only battle in the 
history of the 
world where the op­ 
posing force was utterly exterminated, 
swept from the face of the earth—to the 
last man. And yet you don’t know the 
nam e of that battle; you don’t even know 
the name of that man." Now. then, for the 
argument. Suppose I had continued in the 
war, and gone on as I began, and exterm i­ 
nated the opposing force every tim e— every 
two weeks—where would your war have 
been ? W hy, you see yourself, the conflict 
would have been too one-sided. There was 
but one honorable course for me to pur­ 
sue, and I pursued it. 
I withdrew to 
private life, and gave the Union cause a 
chance. There, now. you have the whole 
thing in a nutshell. 
It was not my 
presence in the civil war that determined 
that tremendous contest—it was my retire­ 
m ent from it that brought the crash. It left 
the Confederate side too weak. And vet, 
when I stop and think, I cannot regret my 
course. No; when I look abroad over this 
happy land, with its wounds healed and its 
enmities forgotten ; thi3 reunited sisterhood 
of majestic States; this freest of free com­ 
monwealths the sun in his course shines 
upon ; this one sole country namable in 
history or tradition where a "man is a man 
and manhood the only royalty ; this people 
ruled by the justest and wholesomest laws 
and Government yet devised by the wisdom 
of m en; this mightiest of the civilized em­ 
pires of the earth, in number, in prosperity, 
in progress and in promise; and reflect 
that there is no North, no South any more, 
hut that as in the old time; it is now and 
will remain forever, in the hearts and 
speech of Americans, our land, our coun­ 
try, our giant empire, and the flag floating 
in its firmament our flag, I would not wish 
it otherwise. N o ; when I look about me 
and contemplate these sublime results, I 
feel, deep down in my heart, that I acted 
for the best when I took my shoulder out 
from under the Confederacy and let it come 
down.” 
H e finished in a roar of applause that 
shook the room. 


C aring for C h ild ren 's Kars. 
Speaking of children, one of the constant 
sources of care and worry for the anxious 
parents are the ears of" their little tots, 
which make no end of pain and discomfort. 
The following excellent rules for the care 
of these im portant organs are given in the 
UeaUh and Home: 
First—Never put anything into the ear 
for the relief of toothache. 
Second—Never wear cotton in the ears if 
they are discharging pus. 
Third—Never attem pt to apply a poultic6 
to the inside of the canal of the ear. 
Fourth—Never drop anything into the 
ear unless it has been previously warmed. 
Fifth—Never use anything but a syringe 
and warm water for cleaniug the ears from 
pns. 
Sixth—Never strike or box a child's e a r, 
this has been known to rupture the drum ­ 
head and cause incurable deafness. 
Seventh—Never wet the hair, if von have 
any tendency to deafness; wear an oiled- 
silk cap when bathing, and refrain from 
diving. 
fitghth— N¡ever scratch the ears with any­ 
thing but the finger, if they itch. Do not 
use the head of a pin, hairpins, pencil tips 
or anything of that nature. 
N inth—Never let the feet become cold 
and damp, or sit with the back toward the 
window, as these things fend to aggravate 
any existing hardness of hearing. 
Tenth—Never put milk, fat or any oily 
substance into the ear for the relief of pain, 
for they soon become rancid aLd tend to 
incite inflammation. Simple warm water 
will answer the pnrpoee better than any­ 
thing else. 
lileventh—Never be alarmed if a living 
insect enters the ear. Pouring warm water 
into the canal will drown it, when it will 
generally come to the surface and can be 
easily removed by the fingers. A few puffs 
of tobacco smoke blown into the ear will 
stupefy the insect. 
Twelfth—Never meddle with the ear if a 
foreign body, such as a bead, button or 
seed, enters it; leave it absolutely alone, 
bnt hare a physician attend to it. 
More 
damago lias been done by injudicious at­ 
tempts at the extraction of a foreign body 
than oould ever oome from its presence in 
the ear. 


C eron lm a's B an d . 
Natchez, the true hereditary chief, is a 
fine specimen of Indian manhood, over six 
feet high, erect, well proportioned, grave 
and dignified under his weight of thirty 
years. The rest of the band treat him with 
pronounced respect. H is words are few, 
and his dislike of that fierce light which 
beats upon royalty of all grades most em­ 
phatic. 
Mangus is an intractable savage. His 
arm is still in baDdages from the effects of 
injury received while on his way to Pensa­ 
cola. W hen nearing that city at the rate 
of forty miles an hour, Mangus suddenly 
sprang through the car window, and was 
atnnned by the sadden collision with the 
ground. Regaining consciousness simul­ 
taneously with recapture, he was put in 
irons until thefinal destination w as reached. 
Then, to his great joy, the handcuffs were 
removed. 
Two dingy old casements in the interior 
of the fort, each containing a large open 
fire-place, furnish comfortable accommoda­ 
tions to theee uncomfortable nomads. Here 
provisions, ooMisting *f the regalar arm y 


rations, are prepared by an Indian cook as­ 
signed to that duty. Salt pork is infinitely 
less to their taste than fresh beef, and is 
cooked by frying, after first soaking and 
broiling out all the brine. 
Fresh fish, 
which Pensacola bay supplies ia choicest 
variety, is still relished, but is slowly com­ 
ing into use. Clad in soldier’s fatigue 
suits, the prisoners are more presentable 
than when attired in indigenous costume. 
Several have found or been presented with 
old broad-brimmed hats. 
But high-topped 
shoes conslitutetheir especial vanity. Man­ 
gus evidently prefers his to the time-hon­ 
ored moccasin, and blacks them about four 
times every day. 
Glad to he beyond the reach of Arizona 
justice, every member of the band is quiet, 
submissive, tractable 
and 
industrious. 
Shovel, rake, saw and ax, have already be­ 
come familiar tools. The wbeel-barrow 
proved to be as intractable at first in the 
hands of Gerónimo as a bucking broncho 
in those of a metropolitan dude, but he is 
said to have achieved complete trium ph 
over the singular im plement. Thedexter- 
ous grace with which he swings the sound­ 
ing ax is not exceeded by that with which 
he was wont to lling the tom ahawk. Work 
as yet is simply amusement. No ruorefjn- 
tasiie toilers than these willing Apache 
warriors can he found in all the sunny 
South. One of the undistinguished braves 
evinces considerable artistic ability, and 
delights in making colored sketches of the 
Sergeant of the guard. 
Observers find ft difficult to regard the 
prisoners as criminals worthy of death. 
Visitors cordially shake them by the hand, 
and wish to possess photographs of the 
grcup. 
Bribery is often necessary to over­ 
come objections to the camera. Mangus is 
the only “ Barkis” among the number. 
The happy possessor of an old blouse, with 
Captain's shoulder straps, he is more than 
“ w illin’ ’’ at every opportunity. George 
W ratton, the interpreter, who has spent 
twenty years in contact with the Apaches, 
understands their language perfectly, and 
exerts a powerful beneficent influence over 
them . 
To him is largely due whatever 
progress they have made.—Fort Pickens 
(Fla ) Ojr. New York Herald.

AS 
A 
PU R IFIER , 


I ts U se for S ettlin g or Cleansing- W ater, 
arfd tlit1 K ifect P rod uced . 
The use of alum for settling our river 
water ts so common that the following 
from the Sanitary Era will be interesting to 
our readers : 
It is so grossly misunderstood by most 
people, not excepting always the learned, 
that there is no wonder in the prejudice 
that prevails against the very name of it. 
In Richmond, Va , where alum has been 
a customary palliative for the muddiness 
of the Jam es River water, the intemperate 
use of it has made the remedy seem almost 
as bad as the disease; a lum p of alum in 
the pitcher beiDg in m any families as usnai 
as a lum p of ice, or more so. It not onlv 
clarities the water, but leaves a plentiful 
solution of alum to spare for flavoring it. 
No wonder it is offensive and unwhole­ 
some. Only the other day, we chronicled, 
with a note of “admiration,” the advice of 
a Philadelphia physician to purify the 
offensive'Schuylkill water by means of “ a 
few ounces (/) of aium to the gallon;” that 
is, a few thousands o f times the necessary 
and proper proportions of the coagulant, 
as taken by rain water from the d ay in the 
soil in passing through on its way to Na­ 
ture’s subterranean filter beds, or as infused 
by the artificial process adopted from Na­ 
ture, a sa preparation for effective filtering. 
It is hard to make people believe*that 
half a grain, or 1-OGO of an ounce, is enough 
to entangle the microscopic and even the 
soluble im purities of a gallon of water, in 
exfilterable masses. W ith our crude natu­ 
ral notion of power, as according to mass, 
it may not be possible to conceive how á 
pin’s head of alum in solution instantly 
diffuses itself and acts throughout a gallon 
of water. But the fact is beyond dispute. 
It is proved by daily experience in u m ul­ 
titude of H yatt filters, where this im per­ 
ceptible constituent insures perfect water, 
or demonstrates its necessity equally weli 
by the change if omitted. " 
The laboratory proofs of science are also 
decisive to the same effect. We published 
in the Sanitary Era of November 13, 1880 
(page 118), a report by Professor Austen, of 
Rutgers College, detailing a most beautiful 
demonstration, by comparative analysis, of 
the magical power of this coagulant in ex­ 
tremely m inute proportions. Not only was 
the album inoid am m onia in solution "coag­ 
ulated and filtered out to the extreme ex ­ 
tent of 85 parts from 95; the addition of 
more alum to the water altei wards had no 
further effect, thu3 proving that the m inute 
quantity had done the work at once and 
dene it all. Moreover, Professor Austen’s 
tests for alum in the purified water could 
not reveal a trace; although, as Professor 
Chandler states, Nature commonly leaves 
in her purified wafer a larger proportion 
than is used altogether—and used up—in 
the artificial process. 
It is probable, how­ 
ever, that precipitation of the subtler im­ 
purities by the aid of a coagulant would 
require considerable time, and therefore it 
is not to be expected that any high degree 
of purity would be practicable without the 
ready action of a filter. 


G en eral G rant R efu sed W ine. 
Let us take a few facts : W hen traveling 
in India he was surrounded with social 
customs, to disregard which required the 
strongest will and the firmest purpose. 
Not a few foreign residents in the Kast are 
hard drinkers. 
There were not hours 
enough in the day for Grant to accept the 
invitations he received. To be courteous 
he not infrequently accepted invitations to 
half a dozen tiffins in the same day, at each 
one of which he would remain a few mo­ 
ments, until the last one had been reached. 
At all these gatherings wine and liquors 
were freely used. He became so thorough­ 
ly disgusted with the custom that on his re­ 
turn to his hotel, he said to his wife : “Ju ­ 
lia, I do not intend to take another glass of 
wine to please anybody.” That was in 
1878, and from that tim e forward to Mt. 
McGregor, his temperance habits were 
above suspicion. 
From Calcutta he went to Burmah. The 
reception committee furnished large bas­ 
kets of champagne and liquors. These 
were subject to Grant’s orders. To the 
disappointm ent and disgust of the com­ 
mittee the baskets were not opened. Sur­ 
prise was expressed, but Grant simply 
said : “ Gentlemen, I do not wish any­ 
thing to drink,” and the baskets were re­ 
turned unopened to Calcutta. 
I received 
accounts of this incident from General 
U tebtield, late Consul-General to India, 
and from Mrs. Grant. 
After Grant reached California his old 
friends were the witnesses of this new 
proof of his personal decision. 
W hile in 
the City of Mexico his enthusiastic ad­ 
mirers invited him to w hat is called “a 
wine dinner.” Bishop H arris was present, 
and he informed me that General Grant 
deliberately tnrued his glasses upside down. 
—Rev. Th. John P. Newman, an the American 
Magazine.

That night I fell into a deep sleep and 
dreamed most vividly that I was in a spa­ 
cious room in which I was moved to all 
parts of the State, so that I met my assem­ 
bled friends everywhere. I remember most 
distinctly of all old Beaufort, where I had 
last been. I saw immense assemblages, 
and as I looked down upon them a grave

CONSUMPTION. 


E xp erim en ts w ith th e N ew M ethod o f 
t r e a tin g th e T errib le D isease. 
(Chisago Tribune.] 
Last night, at the request of a North-side 
physician^ a reporter attended at the comer 
of Ogden ana Fullerton avenues at the 
treatm ent of a patient for consumption by 
the injection of gas. 
After the operation 
was over, the physician stated to the re­ 
porter that, in the discussion of Professor 
Bergeron’s method of curing consumption, 
it had been said that the sulwtance used 
was carbonic-acid gas, the latter being the 
vehicle for conveying the sulphureted hy­ 
drogen into the mucous system. It has 
been stated that Professor Bergeron found 
the injection of carbonic-aciu gas had a 
very beneficial effect in healing persons 
affected with consumption and other lung 
troubles. 
This statem ent 
is inconect. 
Professor Bergeron claims that carbonic 
acid passed through natural mineral waters 
containing sulphurate 1 hydrogen is a cure 
for consumption. B ut he also admits that 
in the sputum of patients which has become 
a mere mucous the baeilla tuberculoses 
are found two years after the cure. The 
Professor makes his carbonic acid gas in 
the usual way by pouring upon sodium 
bicarbonate diluted sulphuric acid, which 
he forces through the mineral waters of 
Eaux-Bonnes, taken from a spring 2.300 
feet above the sea, and situated in a valley 
twenty miles from Pau. The waters con­ 
tain. 18 cubic inch of sulphureted hydrogen 
to the pint, two grains chloride of sodium 
and two grains of other salts. These waters 
do not contain enough sulphureted hydro­ 
gen to suit Professor Bergeron, and he has 
been seeking 
for waters more heavily 
charged. lie also states that artificially- 
prepared sulphureted hydrogen does not 
give beneficial tesults. 
Prof. Bergerou’s method was introduced 
into the Cook County Hospital two m onths 
ago. and in this treatm ent the Blue Lick 
waters of Kentucky have beeu used. The 
lower Blue Lick contains 1.02 cubic inches 
of sulphureted hydrogen to the pint. The 
waters of the Al|«ena well (Alpena, Mich.) 
are said to contain 4 42 cubic inches to the 
pint, and arrangements are being made to 
obtain a supply from this well. The first 
patient was a Mexican woman who was in 
the last stages of consumption. One injec­ 
tion was made, and during the twenty-four 
hours following the treatm ent the expec­ 
toration increased one-haif—from sixteen 
to twenty-four ounces. There were no 
signs of improvement whatever, and the 
patient died in seventy-two hours after the 
first and only treatm ent she had received. 
The second case was that of a young Irish­ 
man, who showed improvement after the 
second treatm ent in the reduction of tem ­ 
perature, respiration and expectoration. 
Ills appetite improved andthenight-sw eats 
ceased. This improvement continued for 
five days, hut was followed by a sudden 
chango—loss of appetite, increased tem per­ 
ature, respiration and expectoration, fol­ 
lowed by galloping consumption and death 
in thirteen days. The treatm ent was con­ 
tinued in private practice with more favor­ 
able results. Upon the first exariiination 
oí one patient, a woman, the expectoration 
amounted to 8 ounces daily. The temper­ 
ature was 103, the respiration 32, and the 
pulse 120. Night-sweats were profuse and 
the cough incessant, keeping the patient 
awake all night. She was unable to walk 
without aid and vomited daily, and her ap­ 
petite was very poor. 
After the second 
treatm ent the tem perature was reduced to 
100, and so continued with but a slight 
rise. The expectoration was not mt r j thun 
two tablespoonfuls, and the pulse was re­ 
duced to 108. The night-swoats ceased en­ 
tirely, and the appetite improved. 
After 
the sixth treatm ent the temperature was 
100, respiration 22. and the pulse 100. The 
expectoration was reduced to a Blight m u­ 
cous only. 
The patient eats everything, 
and the vomiting has ceased. 
The treat­ 
m ent has been continued for six weeks, 
every other day, and the pulse is now 90, 
tem perature 1Ó0, and sespiration 2o, and 
there is every sign of improvement. 
In 
several other cases there have been similar 
favorable results, besides an increase in the 
weight of the patient. 
In these cases the 
physician in charge has not stopped the 
usual remedies employed in consumption. 
Cod-liver oil and phosphates have been 
prescribed. The patients have in every in­ 
stance been treated every other day. 
The 
best effect of the application of the treat­ 
m ent seemed to increase the coughing, 
but thiH continued only for a short time. 
The physician who is making the experi­ 
m ents thinks that even Bergeron’s method 
has not yet been proved to be a cure for 
consumption. H e believes that the discov­ 
ery of a cure is im m inent, and that Ber­ 
geron has taken a step in the right direc­ 
tion. 
H e is watching the effect of the 
treatm ent upon 
his patients with the 
closest attention, and will m ake a report 
of his suocess. 


FURNITURE MAÜH OF B R A SS 


D esig n s In C hairs, D resglng-C uxrs and 
M irrors are A ll th e R age N ow . 
W hen the popular taste began some time 
ago to lean toward articles made of brass, 
m any persons laughed at w hat they called 
a spasm, and said it could not last long, but 
if the trade done in this line of goods is 
anything to go by, the craze is increasing. 
Popular taste, in fact, is running riot in 
this regard. Fancy woodwork, so popular 
a year or so ago, is practically out of the 
market. 
Not only is this metai used in the 
manufacture of bric-a-brac and ornamental 
pieces, hut in many of the recently-built 
dwellings it constitutes much of the prac­ 
tical and substantial appointments. For 
portieres, mantel faciugs and stair casings, 
polished brass has been in common use 
lor a long time, but it was not until re­ 
cently that it took the place of the softer 
and less expensive materials 
in 
the 
manufacture 
of 
panelings 
for doors, 
sills, baluster rails, balconies, and the like. 
Its use in the manufacture of household 
articles has knocked a good-sized hole in 
the furniture business, for a portion of a 
dwelling can to-day be furnished in brass, 
from the kitchen poker up to a child’s 
swinging crib. An article of this kind— 
a brass bassinet—covered by a canopy, costs 
$50. 
A simple crib, however, can be 
bought for $35. Single brass bedsteads are 
worth $48, while those of double size rango 
in price from $38 to $100. Among the new 
designs in beds is a canopy which, while it 
extends only over the pillows, is a very 
handsome piece of furniture. The head 
and foot pieces arc made in variously 
fashioned patterns, as also are the supports 
to the canopy, which can 
be had in 
cUonosk, merino, silk or satin. 
In a room 
where a light is continually burned they 
are practical and useful as well as orna­ 
mental. 
Brass cabinets forty and sixty inches 
high, with four or five shelves, are also 
Weing made. They cost from $40 up. The 
top and stanchions are highly-polished 
metal, but the shelves are made of solid 
mahogany. Polished brass dressing-cases, 
with beveled g'ase mirrors, though pretty 
and elegant, are very expensive. So also 
are the brasa chairs. To fam ish a recep­ 
tion-room or parlors w ith brass chairs 
wouid be novel and dainty, hut at $40 each 
most people would have to be oonlent with 
one or two. To the designs, patterns and 
shapes of the various articles made of this 
metal there seems to be no end. The ap­ 
pearance of a room is greatly enhanced by 
a brass easel, as is also the looks of the 
picture to which it gives support. The 
num ber of articles made of brass runs up 
into the thousands already, and the end is 
not y e t Shaving stands, wall-pockets, fire­ 
screens and such things exist in countless 
varieties. The most popular conceits are the 
umbrella-stand, usually made in ham m er­ 
ed goods, circular in form, and about a foot 
in diam eter; coal-scuttles, used chiefly by 
people who have open fire-places "and 
f 
rates, to stand beside the fire-place; match 
oxes, whisk broom holders, ash receivers, 
and hall racks in polished oak with brass 
mountings. 8mall thermometers or docks 
are sometimes set in the head of a tennis 
racket. The latest card picture-holder is 
made of brass in the semblance of a flat­ 
iron. It is in the appointing of a house, 
however, that the craze is now mostly seen, 
and builders and architects generally are 
puzzling their brains trying to find new 
places aad new uses to which they can put 
the meta!, and are thus coming nearer and 
nearer to w hat is said one day will be a 
house of brass.—New York Express. 


The Rabies Remedy. 
D. N. Richardson, while in the city of 
Paria, inquired into the great medical se­ 
cret by which M. Pasteur carea hydropho­ 
bia. He says the dootor takes a healthy 
rabbit and injects into it some of the virus 
of a dog which has the real hydrophobia. 
Th« rabbit takes the disease and dies Is all 


the agony of rabies. The doctor takes out 
the marrow in the spine of the dead rabbit 
in connection with the brain. 
Mr. Rich­ 
ardson then states : Now take a pound or 
two ot beef and boil it well in water. 
Don’t laugh, but follow me in what I write, 
attentively. 
Boil well the beef. Skim off 
the grease. W hat is left is bouillon. The 
bouillon is richened water, sterilized—been 
boiled; no germ left. 
Now cut up the rab­ 
bit’s spinal column, impregnated, they say, 
with rabies; cut it up and macerate it; 
mix it now with the sterilized bouillon. 
W hat for? To make a poisoned mess! 
Already ¡nixed, the poison stuff and the 
bouillon, you have a fiendish broth, an an­ 
tidote tor r.ibies, for mad dog poison. Take 
a little syringe; take the hell broth that 1 
have told you how to make and mix, and 
squirt it in'o the hum an blood with hypo­ 
dermic push. The heli-broth poison you 
send home into the hum an blood meets 
the hellish poison that the hydrophobic 
dog im planted in your veins—the one the 
other meets and fights it out, like the K il­ 
kenny cats, till nothing more is left—’he 
patient lives. 
Poison from the rabbit’s 
backbone cord bus met the poison of the 
dog's most rabid tooth—met it in equal tight, 
as vaccine virus meets the small-pox curse 
—and conquers it. 


H igh L icen se In N ew York. 
The following appeared in the Living­ 
ston (N. Y.) HejiMican in reference to the 
high license issue in that State : 
A letter lrom ex Governor Myron II. 
Clark, the only Governor who has been 
elected Governor of this State on a dis­ 
tinctive tenqrerance issue, has been pub­ 
lished lately. 
He is the only m an ever 
elected by the Prohibitionists of New York 
to any im portant position. The letter is 
significant in his frank acknowledgment 
that prohibition, though sound in theory, 
is impossible in practice in New York. The 
Prohibitionists in this State have for years 
so managed it that their efforts have re­ 
sulted in the election of Democrats, and 
have actually htndpred the temperance 
cause. 
This fact has been boldly stated by 
Republican papers, and the Prohibitionists 
themselves are beginning to realize it, and 
become advocates of high license. Follow­ 
ing are the portions of the letter written to 
a citizen of Detroit, which touch particu­ 
larly on the subject ot prohibition : 
“ The copy of the Detroit Prce Press of 
the 22d, which you sent nie, I have justre- 
ceived to-day. 
1 have read the speech of 
Mr. Sheley, who presided at the great meet­ 
ing in Detroit on the liquor question, and I 
fully agree with him in his conclusions on 
the impracticability of a prohibitory law. 
I still believe in the principle, but it cannot 
be enforced. 
I used to think differently, 
but experience and observation have taught 
me otherwise. 
I refused to join the third 
party, national St. John Prohibition move­ 
ment, and did what 1 could to prevent it. 
1 believe the most practical way to lessen 
the evils of intemperance is high license or 
high taxes on the traffic. 
I so wrote the 
members of the Senate and Assembly from 
our district at Albany, last month, in sup­ 
port of the Crosby hill, and I added that 
the beer license should be raised to $500. 
The bill has been passed by the Senate. 
Then our Governor will be in a dilemm a. 
It will kill him with his party if he signs it 
and w ith the people if he vetoes it.” 


W hen sh o ttin g Is .Justifiable. 
It is an ordinary affair in country life for 
a farmer to discharge a shotgun at "trespass­ 
ers, and he seems to be unaware of the fact 
that he can be convicted of murder in case 
the shot proves fatal. The same impres­ 
sion, although in a less degree, prevails in 
the city. 
There are thousands of shop­ 
keepers who would not scruple to shoot "a 
person caught robbing their till, and as for 
a housebreaker, there is scarcely one man 
in a million who would not think him self 
jnstified in shooting down the scoundrel at 
sight. 
Y'et a little reflection should con­ 
vince any one that he has no right to shoot 
in any of the above cases. The law on this 
point is sufficiently explicit. 
You are not 
to shoot unless in peril of your life, and not 
then unless there is no chance of escape by 
flight. You may shoot a burglar ora high­ 
wayman because you have a right to infer 
that the burglar or highw aym an is armed 
and will shoot you, and because you can­ 
not escape. 
But you have no right to 
shoot the thief whom you may detect in 
leaving your hall with your overcoat, nor 
the pickpocket whom you catch with his 
hand in your pocket. The principle upon 
which the law is founded is obvious. You 
have am oral and legal right to def'eBd your 
life or the life of a fellow-being, but you 
have no right to be the judge and execu­ 
tioner in the case of a misdemeanor or 
felony. 
The Courts exist for the purpose 
of punishing the crimes of housebreaking, 
felony, thieving and fruit-steahng, and 
when you presume to punish them you arc 
rightly amenable to the law. If it wete not 
for such provision, society would fall into 
chaos.— Philadelphia Call.

M ts tf b t of Meara Mi aso as.—The fa­ 
mous magic mirrors of Japan and China 
are circular in form and from three to 
twelve inches in diameter, w ith a thick 
rim round the edge. They are made from 
a composition of copper'and tin. the re­ 
flecting surface being more or less convex 
and polished with mercury amalgam. On 
the back arc raised designs—birds, flowers, 
dragons, geometrical patterns, or Japanese 
scenes and m yths—and the magical prop­ 
erty lies in the fact that when the rays of 
the sun are reflected front the polished face 
on a wall or screen tue figures are plainly 
visible in bright lines on a darker ground, 
though the back of the mirror is entirely 
hidden from the light. 
For many cen­ 
turies attem pts at explanation have been 
made, but it has remained for Messrs. 
Ayrton <fc Perry, the well known Rng- 
lish electricians, to practically demonstrate 
the real cause of the curious phenomenon. 
Their tests have shown that in the convex- 
ing process the thinner parts of the mirror 
become slightly more rounded than the 
thicker—a tendency whioh is increased by 
an expansive action of the polishing m ix­ 
ture—and this gives an imperceptible ir­ 
regularity to the surface which beoomee 
apparent in the reflection. 


Mkteoritk Coli.eotiobs.—It is claimed 
that the largest collection of meteorites in 
the United States, if not in the world, is at 
Amherst College. It embraces more than 
500 
specimens, weighing 
about 
1,300 
pounds. 
The largest meteoric iron, pro­ 
cured from Colorado, weigh* 436 pounds, 
and the smallest from New York, half an 
ounce; 
the largest entire meteoric stone, 
one from Ohio, weighs 56 pounds, and the 
smallest, from Sweden, lew than 50 grains. 
The first specimen on the list fell in Al­ 
sace. November 7,1492. The Yale College 
collection of meteorites number 147, of a 
weight of about 1 856 pounds. The largest 
single mass known weighs 85 tons, and is 
now in Stockholm ; tho next in sise, 
weighing 10 tons, is in Copenhagen ; ono 
of 6 tons is at the British M nsenm ; 8t. 
Petersburg has one of 2,630 poands; Yale 
College, one of 1.635 pounds; and the 
Bmithsonian Institution, one 
of 1,400 
pounds.

LINCOLN’S GEITYSBIIRG OBATION. 


H ow O ne o f tb e F in e s t I.ite ra ry P ro d u c ­ 
tio n s w a s W ritte n a n d R e a d . 
A New York correspondent o f the St. 
Lou¡9 Republican writes: “ I saw one of 
the most splendid compositions in the 
English tongue written,” said ex-Congress­ 
man Edward McPherson while chatting 
about som e of his recollections of Lincoln 
recently. 
*■ I believe it is admitted now by 
scholars that for sublim ity of thought, 
sim plicity and yet elegance of expression, 
lucidity and purity of diction Mr. Lincoln's 
brief oration at the dedication of the Na­ 
tional Cemetery at Gettysburg takes place 
with the loftiest specimens of oratory. 
Many regard it as the one oration of this 
century that w ill lie preserved with the 
English tongue. 
Y et M r. Lincoln wrote it 
on his knee in a railroad car. 
It was prac­ 
tically an extemporaneous com position— 
that is, in the sense that it was wholly un­ 
premeditated. 
H e sim ply committed to 
paper the thought that was uppermost in 
his mind, and he had uo idea whatever 
that he had written anything more than a 
passing thought on the' event that he wo9 
to assist in commemorating. 
I represented 
tlie Gettysburg district in Congress at the 
tim e of the battle, and at the dedication of 
the cemetery Mr. Lincoln was my guest. 
He was not sure he could be present when 
he was iirst asked, but said that he should 
go to Gettysburg if possible. 
1 think he 
was not prepared to say positively that he 
would go until a very few hours before the 
tim e set for leaving W ashington. So he 
could not have given any thought to the 
oration before. 
1 was his seatmate in the 
car, aud, though lie talked pleasantly and 
spoke of the country through which we 
were passing, yet I thought iie was labor­ 
ing with one of those spells of profound 
m elancholy with which lie was at times 
addicted. 
H e spoke of Mr. liverett, who 
was to deliver the chief oration, and said 
that Everett ought to be at his best. 
I 
knew that Mr. Everett had given more 
than even his usual care in preparing this 
oration, and looked upon his work as a 
masterpiece, and I believe I told Mr. Liti- 
coln so, and he said that the them e wus 
great enough to inspire such an orator us 
Everett to his best. 
Mr Lincoln, I think, 
had not thought of saying anything him ­ 
self, but I told him be would be expected 
to make a few remarks, for it would not be 
permitted o f him to be silent. 
“ H e sat for som e momenta absorbed in 
thought, ami at last began to feel in his 
pockets as if for loose paper, 
i asked hint 
if he wanted paper and pencil, aud he said 
‘ Yes; a scrap of paper,’ and I opened my 
valise and gave him two or three sheets of 
note-paper. 
H e drew up his long knees, 
and, putting a liook on them, wrote, jotting 
down, as I supposed, a few heads or sug­ 
gestions. 
H e wrote right along without 
hesitation or erasure, and filled one page 
and part of another. 
Then he folded it up 
and put it in his pocket, sim ply saying that 
he had put down a few lines that had oc­ 
curred to him to say. 
“ A t the cemetery at the proper tim e he 
arose, put on his spectacles and drew these 
sheets from his pocket—I do not think he 
had looked at them again after writing 
them in the car—and in a low voice, which 
could be heard but a few feet away from 
the stage, he read those splendid lines. 
The few who heard him were most pro­ 
foundly impressed, but upon the 
vast 
throng w ho saw him fhe oration made no 
impression whatever, because few heard it. 
No proper report of the oration was made, 
and Mr. Lincoln crumple*! the manuscript 
up and would very likely have thrown it 
away if 1 had not asked him for it. 
It was 
not until it was printed in a newspaper and 
then widely copied that 
its wonderful 
beauty, both in thought and literary work­ 
manship, was recognized, and Mr. Lincoln 
was very m uch surprised to learn that 
scholars were quoting it as the best model 
of pure English ami true eloquence the 
language bad furnished, at least in Amer­ 
ica.” 
There is no doubt, according to Mr. Mo- 
Pherson and others who know Mr. Lincoln 
well, that he was greatly gratified with the 
evidence that he received in tb? last years 
of his life that scholars and cul'ivated writ­ 
ers were paying the highest tribute to his 
charms as a writer o f English. 
But he was 
even more surprised at it. 
H e knew that 
cultivated men. even after his debates with 
Douglas, and after his fir.-t inaugura', were 
o f the opinion that he was utterly without 
other literary’ powers th an th ogeof a good 
stum p speaker. 
H e was believed to be a 
man of strong character, but wholly with­ 
out literary polish, and it was generally 
believed that such polish as his greatest 
speeches revealed was the work of some 
cultivated friends or skillful Secretaries. I 
He hail advanced far in his Iirst term be­ 
fore his literary abilities began to be ad­ 
mitted by scholars, but bis second inaugu­ 
ral, a very hastily-written composition, and 
the Gettysburg oration brought the long- 
delayed tributes. 
One o f his historians points out that long 
before Mr. Lincoln had more than a local 
repute lie ha.l given proof of great literary 
abilities. 
This historian quotes Lincoln’s 
speech w hile in Congress m ISIS on the 
subject of the Mexican war, and says: 
“ W ith this speech 011 record it - is strange 
that the genuine' literary abilities o f tiie 
man were so long and persistently ignored 
by the literary people. There were men 
who voted for him for the Presidency more 
than twelve years afterward—twelve years 
of culture ami development to him —who 
were surprised to find his messages gram­ 
m atically constructed and who suspected 
the intervention o f a Secretary whenever 
any touch of elegance appeared’ in his writ­ 
ings." 
Mr. McPherson says that there were men 
of cultivation who seemed dumb founded 
when som e ot Mr. Lincoln's speeches were 
given to them to read to refute their asser­ 
tion that he was an illiterate boor, and 
some of these could not believe that Mr. 
Lincoln could or did write these speeches.

an able report 
from 
th e Com­ 
m ittee on Surgery. 
A m ong o th er sugges­ 
tio n s m ade in th e paper were rem arks 
upon th e history and practice o f th at 
b ran ch o f th e m edical profession. 
It is in ­ 
teresting to note th e rise of surgery from 
em piricism to th e dignity of a science. 
T h ere is no century w hich does not com ­ 
plete a volum e in its history and m ark th e 
m arch of advancing thought. 
T he expe­ 
rience of th e doctor tau g h t him th e supe­ 
rio rity of catgut bands in general practice 
over silk threads. 
As sanitation is im ­ 
p o rtan t to public health, so is w ound- 
drainage of vital m om ent to surgery. 
For 
stitching up cuts in the face an d lieck, he 
believed horsehair, rendered aseptic in 
hoi ling w ater, was preferable to silk. T he 
om ission of any precautionary m easures on 
th e part of the operator is at all tim es 
hazardous, both to him self and th e pa­ 
tie n t. 
In fracture treatm ent, m ost of the 
■disasters recorded are m ore apparent than 
real. Som e of th e appalling apparatus at 
presen t used in this departm ent of surgery 
deserves, in the opinion o f the reader, a re­ 
spected niche in som e m edical m useum oí 
an tiq u ities. 
T he restitution of form and 
function o f lim bs in operative surgery can, 
in 
m any cases, 
hardly be 
hoped for. 
T h e crisis in 
such operations is gen­ 
eral 'jr reached 
in 
th e 
initial dressing 
o f th e injury. 
A tem porary dressing per­ 
petrated upon an obvious displacem ent, 
w ith a view to im provem ent in a future 
exam ination of the case, is contrary to all 
com m on sense and h u m an ity . 
Bandaging 
is an a rt susceptible o f im provem ent to 
g reat perfection, and m ay even be m ade an 
ag en t of relief and com fort to th e patient, 
ra th e r than, as often happens, an addi’ 
tio n al m eans of torture. 
M any surgical 
disasters are due to negligence on the part 
o f th e attendant in properly adjusting the 
su p p o rts o f the affected m em ber in a posi­ 
tio n correct to the alignm ent, as well as 
convenient to th e com fort of th e patient. 
T h e fatalities attending anesthesia are sug­ 
gestive of hom icide, and should be forever 
avoided w hen possible. 
T he superiority of 
chloroform over ether as an anesthetic is 
now universally adm itted, so ¿hat now the 
choice of an agent of anesthesia is m ore a 
m atter of principle ra th e r th an of judg­ 
m en t. 
“ Let us,” said th e speaker, “ have 
faith in those m ethods w hich have w ith­ 
stood th e test o f years, for, in the words of 
K m erson. ’Show m e th e m an w ho has 
acted, w ho has not been the victim and 
slave o f his actions.’ ” 
T he paper was 
h eartily applauded and passed to print. 
EY DE. F. W. HATCH. 
T h e report of th e C om m ittee on M ental 
D iseases and M edical Jurisprudence was 
read by D r. F . \V. H atch, the C hairm an. 
H e stated th at th e n u m b er of inm ates of 
th e State Insane A sylum s is increasing 
every year. 
In th e last tw o and a h alf 
years th e increase was 400, and there are 
now 2,950 inm ates. 
T he boundary lines of 
th e term insanity have o f late years been 
so extended as to include opium -eaters, in- 
tem perates, th e w eak-m inded, idiots and 
ru an y other classes not heretofore regarded 
as insane. 
A nother factor of this increase 
is the extended longevity of those cared for 
in th e asylum s. 
T here has grow n up 
am ong th e people an increased faith in the 
superiority of the treatm ent a t the asvlum s 
over th at afforded at hom e. 
T he insane 
m ay be divided in to three grand classes: 
th e acute cases o f m ania or m elancholia, 
those afflicted w ith hom icidal o r suicidal 
m ania, and th e victim s of delusion—the 
i m ple m onom aniacs and th e large arm y of 
cranks. 
An asylum for the treatm ent of 
th e acute cases, th e chronic insane, is an 
absolute necessity. 
“ W e had a bill,” said 
he, “ providing for such an institution 
passed at th e Legislature, bu t it failed of 
th e gubernatorial approval. 
1 do not hesi­ 
tate to say th at the great m ajority, even 
tw o-thirds of the insane at N apa and Stock­ 
to n are incurable and beyond reasonable 
hope of recovery. 
T he annual expense per 
cap ita for the care of the patients is at Napa 
3142, and at Stockton $119; bu t an exam i­ 
nation of reports of 52 other institutions 
in this country show s b ut four asvlum s 
m ore 
econom ical. 
W e have advanced 
m uch 
in 
m ethods 
of th e care of our 
patient*, but little in th e m atter of treat­ 
m en t w ith th e view of th eir restoration to 
hom e and society. At Stockton there are but 
th ree assistant physicians to care for 1,400 
patients. 
T he system of non-restraint is 
slow ly superseding th e old m ethods of 
strait-jacket, locked doors and m echanical 
control, b ut th e overcrowded condition of 
o u r a sjlu m s, 
how ever, interferes 
with 
m uch progress and we are unable to classify 
th e cases to any extent. Com m onsense 
w ould say cure all th at are curable at any 
cost, and care for the chronics as kindly as 
possible. 
A large class of inm ates are* re­ 
ceived at the asylum s w hich have noplace 
there. 
Idiot children are often received 
because no provisions are m ade for them 
elsew here, and if rejected thev onlv return 
again for adm ission. 
T h e la'w providing 
for th e support of certain ineligible cases 
a t the expense of th e Supervisors of differ­ 
e n t counties has in every case proved in ­ 
effective, and the Stockton authorities have 
given up the plan of retu rn in g them hom e. 
T h e com plem ent of insane crim inals an ­ 
n u ally received is not to be overlooked, 
a n d they have to be placed in th e m idst of 
respectable people of w eak m inds or h arm ­ 
less idiots. 
T he influence m ay be better 
conceived 
th an 
described. 
F requently 
com m itm ents are m ade to the asylum s 
w hich should never occur.” 
T he speaker 
knew ot m en being sent to th e asylum at 
Stockton as dangerous to be at large who, 
on exam ination, were found unable to 
w alk a step or get up o ut o f a chair w ithout 
falling out. 
T he address was received w ith great ap- 
p la u s } and was ordered printed.

Dr. G. G. T yrrell, of Sacram ento, C hair­ 
m an of th e C om m ittee on State Medicine, 
presented an exhaustive report. 
H e re­ 
ferred in satirical term s to th e m em bers of 
th e recent Legislature. 
H e s a id : 
“ E x ­ 
posed as we are to th e constantly th reaten ­ 
in g iuroads of those infections and con­ 
tagious diseases w hich are epidem ic, and at 
tim es 
epidemic, in M exico and South 
A m erica, the im portation of w hich would 
be m ost disastrous to our country, not onlv 
in the sacrifice o f hum an life, but in the 
destruction of its com m ercial property, we 
n atu ra lly look to ou r Legislature for recog­ 
nition o f the param ount claim s oi prevent­ 
ive or State m edicine as th e one m eans bv 
w hich protection can be afforded to our 
S tate in such em ergency. 
U nfortunately 
for us, our Legislatures* for several years 
hack have not had the m ental canacity to 
com prehend the necessity th at existed for 
o r th e value to be derived from preventive 
m easures. 
They were of th at class of m en 
w ho, as far as sanitary know ledge was con­ 
cerned, were perfectly w hat th e old R om an 
law w ould call “ M ente CaDti.” 
D aring the 
last session of the Legislature the sam e 
class of law-maicers w ere largely in the 
m a jo rity ; few of them , very tew indeed, 
couid realize the fact th at vital statistics 
w ere of any value to the w elfare of a State, 
a n d w hen a bill was introduced m aking it 
a necessity that a certificate of vaccination 
sh o u ld he produced prior to th e adm ission 
o f an y pupil into the pubiic schools of the 
State, one o f the b rillian t Senators from 
S an Francisco m oved th at th e enacting 
clanse should be stricken out. w hich was 
prom ptly done. 
T his incident is noted to 
ex h ib it in a striking m anner th e m ental 
caliber of th e m en w ith w hom preventive 
m edicine had to straggle in the legislative 
halls. Men that cannot believe th at science 
has produced other m en w hc are w illing to 
sacrifice th eir pecuniary profit th a t h u m an ­ 
ity m ay be benefited, or th at a m easure 
-could or w ould be brought before them 
th a t di i not convey a dow nright steal, or 
personal consideration ; 
if they could not 
discover eith er, for them selves or friends, 
th e y w ould w ithout scruple lav any such 
b ill aside as unw orthy of th eir 'considera­ 
tio n . 
U nder these painful conditions State 
m edicine had no chance to have h er voice 
b eard w ithin the w alls of th e State Capitol 
u n til disease cam e to th e rescue.

m edicine, through its representatives, at 
once entered upon its m ission, and through 
its efforts th e disease up to th e present tim e 
has been restricted to its original place of 
developm ent. 
Public confidence has thus 
beeu restored, and th e cause of preventive 
m edicine has been m aterially advanced.”

WHAT IS CATARRH?

Catarrh it* a m uco-pnrulent discharge caused 
by the presence and developm ent of a vegetable 
parasite in the internal lining m em brane of the 
nose. This parasite is onlv developed under 
favorable circum stances, and these are 
Morbid states ©f the blood, produced bv any 
condition th at im pairs the geuer&l health and 
red uses the tone of the system, overwork, m en­ 
tal worry, living in dam p and m alarial districts, 
the rapid change of tem perature from heat to 
cold, so peculiar to the North Am erican clim ate, 
suppressed perspiration and retention of the 
eflete m atter of tbe skin, badly-ventilated sleep­ 
ing apartm ents courses of poisonous drugs, 
such as m ercury or quinine, the germ poison of 
syphillis, and other poisons th at arc germ inated 
in the blood. 
These poisons keep the internal lining m em ­ 
brane of the nose in a constant í*tate of irrita­ 
tion, ever ready for the deposit of the seeds of 
these germs, which spread up the nostrils and 
down the fauces or bnck part of tbe m outh, 
causing ulceration of the th ro at; up the eusta- 
ehian-tubes. causing deafness; burrowing in 
the vocal cords, causing hoarseness; usurping 
the proper structure o f the bronchial tubes, 
ending in pulm onary consumption and death 
A great variety of symptoms are present in 
this affection, consisting chiefly of languor, las­ 
situde, debility, m al-assim iiation, derangem ent 
of secretions, great depression o f the nervous 
system, with or w ithout fev er; aching : braised 
or beat feeling all o v e r: sh iv erin g ; a dull head­ 
ache in the region o f the forehead or sensation 
of fullness or weight about the r«x»t of the nose, 
loss to a greater or less extent of energy, activ­ 
ity and interest in work and pleasure. 
The w ant of proper excretory .‘unctions of the 
skin and the local presence of the parasite give 
rise to coryza, tonsilitis, sneezing, & sense of 
fullness, stuffing of the passages, soreness in 
swallowing, irritative cough, tightness of chest 
and lung disease. 
There may be a discharge quite heavy if the 
parasite causes great nervous irritation, which 
promotes secretion. It may be dry if the m ulti­ 
plication and duplication'of the parasite is ac­ 
tive. The increased pungent odor of ozeenu is 
never present until the spores or roots of tbe 
germ penetiatc to the cartilages of the nose, 
then the parasitical formation m akes rapid in 
roads into the healthy structure of the nose. 
Catarrh is usually m et in three stag es: First 
—A sim ple parasitical developm ent of the in ­ 
ternal lining m em brane of the nose, with or 
without discharge. Second—Where the roots 
or spores or sporules of the parasites have pene­ 
trated to the bone or carti!nge-oz»rna. Third 
—Where the parasite has spread and propagated 
by millions in the nose, posterior nares, up the 
eustaehian-tubes, down the fauces, vocal cords 
and bronchi, causing excessive parasitical ul­ 
ceration and destruction of tissue, the parasite 
usurping the norm al structure. 
The mode of propagation is by contagion, or 
infection, or both—hence its prevalence in fam ­ 
ilies, district*, etc. The parasite develops it-elf 
rapidly, so m uch so, th at millions are elaborated 
in a short space of time. The effect of this for­ 
m ation upon the nervous system is to im pair 
vital force, produce general nervous irritation, 
a depreciation of the vaso m otor nerves. Cold 
in itself cannot produce Catarrh, it sim ply pro
